C. C. Schuyler, Cashier Citizens’ National 
Bank—I am strongly in favor of that Lottery bill, 
and hope it will become a law. It will keep at 
home large sums of money that would otherwise 
be sent to, Louisiana every month, and would 
bring into the State large sums that would not 
come here under any circumstances. 

The Rev. H. C. Simmons—I have just re- 
ceived a telegram from the Secretary of the 
American Home Missionary Society in New 
York which reads: G0 to Bismarck and fight 
the lottery devil in our name.“ Also one to the 
same effect from Superintendents Montgomery 
and Marley in Minnesota. 

J. B. Folsom, Real Estate and Loaus— They 
propose ts pay $105,000 for the privilege of rob- 
bing the people. I think that they had better 
examine pretty thoroughly before they legalize 
a highway robbery, and that is about what the 
lottery scheme is. 

O. J. Delendrecie, Dry Goods Merchant—If the 
establishment of a lottery here would be the 
means of bringing 200 or 200 additional people 
to the city Iam not at all opposé® to ii.

His dinner was ordered frum. the restaurant 
De Barreau, and the prisoner made a square 
meal. He retired at 10:30 and was up this 
morning at 8 clock. A good night’s sleep 
had refreshed ana composed him. All traces 
of the nervous excitement and feverishness 
of the previous day disappeared after his 
café au lait. The Prince passed a couple of 


hours reading the newspapers, leave having 


been given him. o order as many as he 
pleased. He wrote President Carnot a let- 
ter in which “he explained the motives 
that had brought him to Paris. Mean- 
while the Duc de Luynes presented 
himself at the prison and begged to be ad- 
mitted to see his friend. Receiving a reply 
that such authorization had been given only 
in the case of M. Bocher and the Prince's rei- 
atives, the young nobleman, accompanied by 
M. Arthur Meyer of the Gaulois, called upon 
M. Constans, who at once gave orders that 
the Duc de Luynes should be allowed 
to: see his friend. Before avall- 
ing himself of this permission the 
Duc called at a first-class restaurant 
and instructed the proprietor to send the 
vest he had to the imprisoned Prince. The 
chef of the establishment evidently took his 
instructions to heart, for he served an excel- 
lent repast. As regards his service Prince 
Philippe can have nothing to complain of, for 
an old servant of King Philippe yesterday

PHILIPPE MUST STAND TRIAL. 

Meantime the Ministers were in council at 
the Elysée under M. Carnot’s Presidency. 
M. Constans furnished his colleagues with 
allthe details relatiye tothe arrest of the 
Duc d' Orleans, and it was decided that the 
jaw of expuision passed in June, 1886, should 
be carried out to the letter and that Prince 
Philippe should be tried before the proper 
court. This is the eighth section of 
the police court. It was just as 
the Duc d' Orleans was attacking his 
luncheon that two inspectors entered the 
room to carry into effect the decision of the 
Ministerial Council, The Prince rose from 
the table without a word and followed the 
officers to the office of me Procureur de la 
Republique, M. Benaston, where he found M. 
Quesnay de Beaurapaier, Public Prosecutor, 
and M. Loze, Prefect of Police. When ac- 
quainted with the decision of the council 
Prince Philippe said quietly: “I have not 
come as a pretender, but as a private citi- 
zen.“ 

In the Eichth Police Court, which was 
packed with lawyers, the prisoner, who was 
shown toa seat, bore himself composedly, 
though his face was pale. You know, mon- 
sieur,“ said the presiding magistrate, M. 
Tardif, “that there is a law forbidding you 
to return to France. Way did you return?” 

* 1 came to Paris,” was the reply, given in 
clear, tirm tones, to enjist as a private sol- 
dier. I consider that to be my duty asa 
Frenchman and my right as a citizen. The 
law to which yuu refer is a law of exception 
whiéh I cannot recognize.” 

M. Tardif remarked that the court was not 
concerned with the justice or injustice of the 
law tu question, but had merely to apply it. 
He added that the court might consider 
that the Prince had been prompt 
ed by a laudable sevtiment. At this 
juncture Maitre Buffet, son of the Royalist 
Senator, after whispering to the Duc d'Or. 
leans, remarked to the bench that the law 
accorded a prisoner three days in which to 
prepare his defense. M. Tardif agreed and 
granted the adjournment demanded. The 
Prince vowed, retired from the court, ana 
was conducted to the conciergerie. During 
the afternoon M. Bocher and the Duc de 
Luynes paid a visit to the Prince, who chat- 
ted with them light-heartedly. After they 
had left he begged the prison officials to in- 
struct tre restaurant keeper who supplies 
him with meals to serve dinner at 5 p. m., be 
himself choosing the menu. Loyal friends 
are gia‘ to learn that the princely appetite has 
not been interfered with by the ar of the 
conciergerie.

Spe- 
cial.j—Last Wednesday the New York Cen- 
tral authorities were notified through their 
agent, F. K. Paddock, by the yard brakemen 
and yard conductors that unless double pay 
was allowed them for Sunday work 
they would not work Sundays.

MURDER AND ROBBERY IN A FARM-HOUSE 


A Masked Man Kills Mrs. Floyd and Steals 
83,000 Near Whitehall, N. . 

Wuiresat, N. V., Feb. 8.—[Special.]—A 
murder followed by a robbery was committed 
Friday evening st the farm-house of Ransom 
Floyd in Essex County. Mr. Floyd was 
alone in his sitting-room when a masked man 
entered and demanded his money. Upon 
Floyd’s refusal the burglar drew a revolver 
and fired. Mr. Floyd fell to the floor insenai- 
ble and did not recover consciousness for 
two hoars. Then he found his wife dead 
upon the floor, her head pounded to a jelly. 

The burglar had evidently turned his at- 
tention to Mrs. Floyd as soon as he disposed 
of her husband. He had used some biunt in- 
strument, apparently the butt end of his re- 
volver, and had not stopped until the entire 
top of the head and faceof the woman had 
been smashed. Mrs. Floyd was 68 years old, 
and fell an easy victim to the thief’s cruwi 
blows. 

There was some $3,000 or $4,000 in the 
house, the proceeds of the sale of a piece of 
land. This was evidently known to the 
burglar, who must have secreted himself in 
the house while Mr. Floyd was at the barn 
doing his chores.

Sue was filled clear up to the 
main deck, but the cargo was considered a 
light one, as it did not weigh over 850 tons in 
all. No other goods were carried and she 
had no passengers. Her company consisted 
of Capt. Taylor and a crew of twenty-two 
men. The vessel had not been used as a 
transatiantic vessel, but before the voyage 
she made regular trips between this port and 
Costa Rica.

‘You know, when I reached the statutory 
age of 64 several Senatorsoffered to make an 
exception to me if I would continve at the 
head of our armies, but I said ‘No; what our 
army wants is promotion, and the promotion 
should be from the bottom—not the top.

THE DINNER. 

The dinner was in the General’s dinine- 
room. The guests coming from the music- 
room passed between two flags on ebony 
poles at the dining-room door. One 
flag was the regular „ headquar- 
ters” flag that army commanders had 
during the war. It was presented to 
the General immediately. after the elose of 
the war by ladies in Ohio. It is of dark blue 
silk with blue fringe and in the center is a 
large eagle embroidered in gold with wings 
outspread. Over his head ona scroll in old 
letters are the words, E Pluribus Unum.” 

This flag was on the left-hand side of the 
doorway as the guests entered the dining- 
room last evening. The other flag, a splen- 
did silk one, was the. Stars and Stripes, 
which was also a gift to the General 
shortly after the close of the war. In the 
dining-room the guests saw four pictures, 
which were especially recalled to the Gen- 
erais among the guests. The pictures 
were all painted by James E. Taylor, 
the well-known war artist. One of them 
is the crossing of Sherman’s 
over the * 7 Black.” The scene 
is in the rear of Vicksburg and represents 
the army at night crossing the pontoons, 
bon fires lighting up the line of march at 
both ends of the pontoon bridge. The sec. 
ond picture is the running of the blockade” 
in Vicksburg by the troops on board of 
steamers under command or Admiral Porter. 
Tne third picture is the review of Gen. Sher- 
man’s army in Washington on Pennsywania 
avenue on his return from the war. The 
fourth, however, will attract the greatest 
attention. It is the interior of the cabin 
of a lutie river steamer named the River 
Queen. The scene occurred in March, 1865. 
It represénts a meeting of four famous men 
—Lincoln, Grant, Sherman, aud Admiral 
Porter—which is recorded in the history of 
the Civil War as one of its closing incidents. 

During the evening the General delighted 
his guests with reminiscences of his career. 
The company finally broke up late at night 
with many regrets, after wishing the veteran 
sold ier godspeed again and again. 

A score of prominent clubs and other or- 
ganizations sought the honor of entertaining 
the grizzied old warrior the day when he 
should cross the threshold of the allotted 
three score years and ten, but the General 
declined them all. 

The Union League Club asked the privilege 
of arranging a grand banquet to commem- 
orate the birthday which is fraught with 
such historic interest, but Gen. Shermaa 
decided that he would pass his an- 
niversary day as he has passed so many 
others, in the quictness of his own house, 
surrounded only by his closest friends, with 
a cheery glass, a social pipe, and a renewal 
of oid times. There was no banquet—only a 
plain dinner, followed by old-fashionhed 
talks,“ and such a dinner he gave tonight.

Gen. Sherman’s Olid Comrades Celebrate 
the Birthday of Their Commander. 

An informai meeting of the resident mem- 
bers of the Society of the Army of the Ten- 
nessee was was held at the club rooms of the 
Sherman House last evening in honor 
of the 70th birthday of Gen. W. 
T. Sherman, and those present did not 
sing “Marching Through Georgia.”

INT TING TO TRADERS IN WHEAT. 


ASt. Paul Commission Firm Secures a Ver- 
dict Against a Customer. 

St. Pavt, Minn., Feo. 8—[Special.|— 
Heavy dealers in wheat all over tne country 
will be interested ina decision at this place 
this afternoon by Judge Nelson of the United 
States District Court, The amount of money 
involved is $19,000, and the suit was brought 
by Boyd Bros against Theodore Hanson of 
Benson, Minn. James Boyd, the senior mem- 
ber of the flem, is a leading citizen of 
Omaha, Neb., having béen Mayor of that city 
for two terms. Hanson, the defendant in the 
suit, is a merchant at Benson, Minn, and 
the owner of numerous elevators and wheat 
warehouses along the line of the Man- 
itoba railway. In August, 1888, Hanson 
began td trade in the market through the 
Boyds’ Minneapolis exchange, and continued 
to do so until June, 1889. He received iu 
profits from them up to February, 1889, about 
$13,000. Between that date and May of the 
Same year be sustained losses agegre- 
gating over $17,000. Hanson having 
been highly recommended to the Boyds 
as a man in good commercial standing 
the firm paid his losses. In June of last 
year Hanson closed his dealings with Boyd 
Bros., refusing at the same time to pay 
either the money they had advanced for him 
or the commissions due. Sault was ac- 
cordingly brought in the District 
Court to recover the amount due. 
After a trial lasting four days 
the jury, under instructions from Judge Nel- 
son, returned a verdict for the Boyds for the 
principal and interest, amounting to $19,000. 
The court held that the Boyds made actual 
purchases in pursuance of instructions from 
Hanson, and that the contract was a legal 
one. Hanson’s defense was that the debt 
was 8 gambling debt and not legally collecta- 
ble. 


LOWER TRANSPORTATION RATES ON CORN. 


Results of the Nebraska Ratiroad Com- 
mission’s Labors in Chicago. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Feb. 8.— (Special. ]—Messrs. 
Cowdry, Benton, and Steen, the three mem- 
bers of the State Board of Transportation 
who visited Chicago, returned yester- 
day and made a statement this morning 
of their labors and their results. 
They say that they have for several 
months been carefully considering the 
freight rate queston on products of Ne- 
braska to the Eastern markets, and con- 
clude that the people are much more inter- 
ested in obtaining low rates upon the long 
aul for their products to the Eastern mar- 
kets than in rates on merchandise within 
the State; that the roads have at different 
times in the last fifteen years reduced the 
rate on corn all the way from 438 to 
22 cents; that the rates upon che 
long haul from Nebraska to the Eastern 
markets on corn have been and are consid- 
erably lower than from points in Iowa and 
lilipows, Nebraska,geing especially interest- 
ed in a low rate for the long haul the board 
passed a resolution Jan. 28 asking the roads 
to make a material reduction in the rates on 
corn to the Eastern markets, and in order to 
hurry up a conclusion they visited the Gen- 
eral Maragers in Chicago to press the case. 
They urged a reduction of from three to five 
cents per bushel, hoping tna the managers 
would see tue importance of the request for 
anemergency rate, The managers seemed 
to appreciate the situation and offered to 
make a reduction if presented with positive 
evidence showing that such reducuon would 
inure to the benefit of the peopie of Neb- 
raska. They. state that they finally 
obtained from the roads a 10 per 
cent reduction, but no concessions, 
pledges, or promises were made as regards 
future rates, and if this reduction proves to 
be a benefit th the producers after a reasou- 
able trial the board will demand a further 
reduction. The reduction is. a move in the 
right direction. If me, markets are not af- 
fected by the reduction, it will save to the 
farmers of Nebraska more than $1,500,000. 
However, the peopie are not satisfied, and 
neither are Messrs. Leese and Hill, the other 
members of the board. The next meeting 
promises to be an unusually interesting one. 


SUCCESSFUL LAUNCHING OF THE “104” 


The New Barge the Largest Carrier on the 
Lakes. 

Durorn. Minn., Feb. 8.—[Special./—The 
104“ was launched this afternoon in the 
presence of a large number of spectators at 
the American Steam Barge Company’s yards.

The new boat is 284 feet long, 36 feet beam, 
and 22 feet depth of hold and will carry 
2,900 tons on fifteen feet of water, and on a 
full depth, 3,800, making her the largest car- 
rier on the lakes.

It isa huge cedar, and 
its diameter is twenty feet—a surface suffl- 
cient for forty men to stand upon. The 
tree was burned down some sixteen years 
ago, and its wood was used for fence rails, 
shingles, etc. 
the tree to furnish rails for the fenciag of a 
large Texas farm. 

The wood is red cedar and is similar to the 
timber from which lead-pencils are made, 
and would also be cherished by any builder 
for the special wood finish and decoration of 
a house. The farm upon which the stump is 
was taken up as a homestead bv Royal 
kell in the year Mr. Haskell continued 
to improve the farm for a period of ten years. 
It was by bis hands and his sons’ that the 


giapt tree was prostrated by the agency of | 


the flames; and ite buik—to otner trees as 
the elephant to the horse—formed an article 
of plentiful distribution and utility. 

A log ten feet in diameter is the largest 
that can be sawed by any mill now on Puget 
Sound, and even then there have to be two 


saws, one above the other, each with an im- 


mense sweep. Allowing two feet in every 
twenty for the tapering of the tree there 
would need to be five twenty-foot logs cut off 
a tree, the diameter of which is twenty feet 
at the bottom, before it could be sawed cd 
aay of our mills. The redwoods 6f Uali- 
fornia have to be quartered by biasting be- 
fore wmey can enter the mills. The same 
plan has to be followed in Washington, 
where the tree is of exceptional 80. 

Two years ago the stump was photographed, 
when five horses, standing abreast, three 
feet apart, and thirty men were upon ft. 
Such a photo 1s now in possession of the 
writer and others in Snohomish. A circle, 
whose diameter is 20 feet, must be 68 feet in 
circumference, and contains an area of 314 
square feet. The tree belonging to the big 
stump was 80 feet in height, and its volume 
was, therefore, 6,374 cubic feet. This was a 
giant! Poetry has lauded the majestic oak, 
but its size is often eclipsed by Washington’s 
cedars. 

The people of this State are aware of the 
Eigh estimation of our shingles in Eastern 
markets. They are manufactured entirely 
from the cedar tree, which is usually larger 
than the ordinary fir. It is no exaggeration 
to say that a tree Uke the giant above men- 
tioned would last a shingle-mull of considera- 
ble capacity through three months’ sawing. 
No crosscut saw yet manufactured is large 
enough to make a cut through suchatree at 
the butt, and if there were it would take two 
2 two days to saw a tres ot that size

An Employe of Mr. Wanamaker’s Philadel- 
phia House Claims Damages. 

PADI, Pa., Feb. 8.— [Special.]! 
Hugh Graham's statement in his suit for 
breach of contract against John Wanamaker, 
Thomas B. Wanamaker, and Robert C. Og- 
den,copartners trading as John Wanamaker, 
was filed this morning in the office of the 
Common Pleas Court. Mr. Graham says 
that prior to February, 1882, be was em- 
ployed as superintendent in charge of the la- 
dies’ suit, cloak, and dressmaking depart- 
ment of a large retail house, and John Wan- 
amaker wanted him to take charge of the 
same kind of a department as well as the 
salesrooms and workrooms of his store. 
March 13, 1882, a contract was signed by 
John Wanamaker and himself. Hugh Gra- 
ham, by which it was agreed that Mr. Gra- 
ham should take sole charge as buyer and 
head of the department’: from Auy. 1, 1882. 
Mr. Graham was to receive $6,000 per annum, 
payable monthly, as compensation. 

Mr. Grabam charges the defendants with 
breaking the contract in instances, such 
as interfering with the sole controi of 
the department, and states that during the 
summer of 1888, at the personal request of 
Mr. John Wanamaker, be wentto Europe to 
investigate the matters pertaining to the 
Berlin factory, then run by John Wanamaker, 
and to use his best discretion in shutting it 
down, as it had been a losing operation; that 
he did take charge of the affairsin Berlin at 
great personal inconvenience to himself, and 
did close up the Berlin factory, thus saving 
the defendants a large sum of money; and 
on the same trip he bought a large amount 
of goods for the firm, which were afterwards 
sold at a large profit py defendants. Graham

GABRIELLE DOMPARD’S EVENTFUL LIFE. 


Record in Califorhia of the Woman on 
Trial in Paris for Murder. 

San Francisco, Cal, Feb. 8. [Special.— 
The San Francisco record of Gabrieile Dom- 
pard, the woman who is now the criminal 
heroine of Paris, has been obtained 
after a long search. Last Novem- 
ber Eyrand, de murderer of Marshall 
Gouffe, came bere from China with Gabrielle. 
They registered at the Hicks House as E. B. 
Vanaerd and daughter of Searnac. Another 
man who accompanied them took rooms on 
Geary street under the name of Gustave 
Garanger. The lady was stylishly dressed, 
blonde, and of striking appearance. 

While in this city it was noticed that Va- 
naerd, the pseudo father of the girl, treated 
ber somewhat harshly. Garanyer pressed 
upon ber attentions which she seemed to 
scorn. Both men while here borrowed books 
at the French library. and they left with 
forty library books unreturned. After being 
here a few weeks they went to St. Helena, 
Napa County. They let it be known that 
they were interested in the wine and branay 
industry, and hinted if they found evervy- 
thing favorable they might engage in the 
manufacture of Cognac. They then an- 
nounced that they had decided to establish a 
Cognac manufactory at St. Helena and in- 
sertead advertisements for a suitable site 
and bargained for wine, etc. In December 
Garanger and the woman left for Vancouver, 
saying they would be vack at Christmas, 
while Vanaerd remained behind. He leased 
a big vineyard, and on the strength of this 
contracted many bills.

“Those surveys must be elaborate affairs.“ 
put in Commissioner Altpeter. ‘‘I thinka 
little common sense and simplicity ought to 
be applied.“ 

Mr. Cooley had prefaced his remarks by 
saying that instead of $100,000, as he esti- 
mated Thursday for the preliminary surveys, 
he thought $125,000 would be needed. This 
money, he calculated, would be required for 
the use of the engineering department prior 
to May, 1892. He recommended that the fis- 
cal vear of the sanitafy district commence in 
May. He further recommended that 51.000, 
000 be appropriated for work during the first 
fiscal year. 

All the Commissioners heard Mr. Cooley 
with astonishment. They were under the 
impression that work on the deep channel 
could be commenced soon after the Supreme 
Court had declared on the validity of the law. 

Commissioner Altpeter asked whether 
work could not be commenced soover if the 
northern cut-off was decided on. Mr. Cooley 
answered in the affirmative. A Commis- 
sioner then asked what was the status of 
this northern cut-off. Mr. Cooley replied 
that the only authoritative body which bad 
collected data in reference to the drainage of 
the district was the Hering Commission of 
1887, which had recommended a cut-off at 
Bowmanville. 

ITS DATA TO STAND FOR AWMILX. 

The report of this commission hud not been 
controverted, Mr. Cooley said. That being 
so, it would stand until a more authoritative 
decis ion could be pronounced. He did not 

wish to be quoted. he said, as recommending 
the proposal. But the recommendation of 
‘Mr. Hering, Benezette Williams and Mr. Art- 
ingstall, the committee appointed oy Mayor 
Harrison, would stand, just as a court de- 
cision would stand ua a decision by a su- 
. and more authoritative body was ren- 
dered. 

Questioned by Judge Prendergast, Mr. 
Cooley said ne hardly expected to be able to 
do much work until September of this year. 

Previous to Mr. Cooley’s appearance before 
the board John P. Wiison of the counsel 
presented an ordinance for the issuance of 
bonds. The amount of the bonds, the date, 
the denomination, and the rate of interest 
had been left blank. Mr. Wiison explained 

thai the ordinance was in the simplest form. 
It did not provide for the regulauon of the 


bonds as usual in such cases, nor did it pro- 


vide for the investment of the sinking fund. 
Provision covering both points could be made 
later. 

Ine ordinance had been made studiously 
plain and simple in order to fail 
tate litigation in the case. After 
the court had rendered judgment as 
to the validity of the bonds tne ordinance 
for their issue could be amended in any way 
not incompatibie with the original design. 

DECIDING THE QUESTION OF BONDS. 

Mr. Willing asked when the interest on 
the bonds should be made payable. Mr. Wil- 
son suggested July 1. 

„But,“ objected Mr. Willing, 
have no money at that time.“ 

* You will have the proceeds of the bonds 
if they are sold.“ 

Mr. Wiiling wanted to know whether such 
application of the proceeds was warranted 
by tue law. 

“Such application is usual.“ responded 
Mr. Wilson. But anyway, the adoption of 
the ordinance as 1 present it will be merely 
formal. You can declare in favorof the 
issue of the bonds, but you need not sell all 
that you may be authorized to issue. I pre- 
sume that bonds will not be sold, or Ctennot 
be sold, untilafter the Supreme Court has 
passed on your power to issue them.“ 

This talk had the effect of recalling the 
Trustees to the purpose of the meeting, and 
President Nelson said that most of the talk 
that had been induiged in was not ger- 
mane to the question at issue. rhe 
ordinance,” be said, “has deen pre- 
pores by Mr. Wilson. It is simple in form. 

t bas been drafted so as to call for àu decis- 
ion by the Supreme Court as to the powers of 
the Trustees under the act and the validity 
of the act itself. It would be best to leave 
the legai phases to tne lawyers and to pro- 
ceed with business details. Let us determine 
how the blanks are to be filled out.“ 

The board then got down to business. Dr. 
Gilmore proposed that the first issue ot bonds 
should be $300,000. Mr. Altpeter suggested 
$500,000. Judge Prendergast asked Treasurer 
Smith what, in his judgment, the amount of 
the issue should be. 

Mr. Smith said: I think the issue should 
be $1,000,000. That woula give your enter- 
prise character. It would attract the atten- 
tion of investors, while the issue of so small 
a sum as $300,000 would pass unnoticed.”’ 

WILL ISSUE SI. o. 

„O, no,” said Mr. Nelson. ‘ The news- 
papers will see to that. But Lagree with Mr. 
Smith that the issue of $1,000,000 would be 
more in consonance with the importance of 
our undertaking. It is not necessary that 
the whole issue should be sold.“ 

Engineer Cooley aiso declared in favor of 
$1,000,000. Judge Prendergast then moved 
that the issue be made $1,000,000. Dr. Gil- 
more withdrew his motion, and Mr. Altpeter 
withdrew his amendment, and it was de- 
cided to issue $1,000, 000. 

Then Commissioner King wanted to know 
how long the bonds were to run. The longer, 
he said, the more salable. Mr. Wilson point- 
ed out that the constitution provided for 
their being paid, principal and interest, in 
twenty years. Ihis was news to Mr. King, 
and the bonds were made payable in 1910 
without opposition. 

There was some talk about a provision for 
their redemption before the expiration of 
the twenty years. Judge Prendergast said 
provision on that head could be made bya 
subsequent ordinance. 

There was a prolonged discussion about 
the rate of interest. Dr. Giimore insisted on 
8 percent. Treasurer Smith thought a 3% 
per cent bond wonid be best for experimental 
purposes. A 8g bond would sell at a pre- 
mium. A 8 per cent might not, in the unset- 
tled state of financiai opinion in reference to 
the sanitary district, selPat par. The new 
board could hardly afford to begin by selling 
bonds below par. ! 

Judge Prendergast said city 34% per cent 
bonds had recently sold at 102%. Mr. Smith 
replied that the sanitary district bonds bear- 
ing the same rate would soon bring as good 
a price, but it would take some time to estab- 
lish their character. 

THE VOTE OF INTEREST. 

Mr. King favored the 33 bond, and it 
was adopted by a vote of 7 to 1, Commissioner 
Gilmore voting m the negative. 

The second issue can be made at 8 per 
cent,“ said Mr. Altneter. 

The date of the bond was then made Feb. 
15 on the suggestion ef Judge Prendergast 
and Attorney Wilson, so that the legality 
could be tested at the March term of the Su- 
preme Court. 

On the suggestion of Mr. Wilson provision 
was made in tne ordinance for au assessment 
of $50,000 per annum for asinking fund ang 
$35,000 per annum for interest, making a total 
ot $85,000 per year for twenty years, 
“This sum may not be needed,” said 
Mr. Wilson, “but Mr. Gregory and 
I have come to the conciusion that in order 
to avoid technical errors it is better to assess 
foratwentieth of the issue each year and 
for the full interest on the total each year.“ 
The $85,000 levy was then agreed to. 

The denomination of the bonds provoked a

Eugineer Cooley said after the meeting 
that he was by no means committed to the 
Bowmanvilie cutoff scheme, He thougut in- 
vestigation might show that through opera- 
tions in the Despiaines Valley the necessity 
for this cutoff coula be avoided, The only 
authorized data yet collected favored the 
Bowmanville cutoff. More authentic infor- 
mation was likely to show that a less expen- 
sive scheme would do that for which the cut- 
off was intended. 

A majority of the trustees and President 
Nelson expressed dissatisfaction at the idea 
that the actual diggine of the channel should 
be put off until the spring of 1892. An ecar- 
nest effort will be made to hurry up Mr. 
Cooley in this respect. 

As Judge Prendergast has under advise- 
ment the objection of Mr. Burgess to his act- 
ing as County Judge in a special assessment 
case, he could not state his position yester- 
dav in reterence to the point that he has va- 
cated the Judgeship by acceptance of the 
Drainage Trusteeship. 


ORANGE GROVES RUINED BY FRESHETS. 


Enormous Damage Caused by the Recent 
Fioods in California. 

Los Axons, Cal, Feb. 8.—[Special.]— 
Fully three-quarters vf a million dollars will 
be required to repair the damages caused by 
the change in the course of tne Los Angeles 
River during the recent floods. Wrecks of 
bridges dammed the river and turned the 
waterin a new channel, so that it now 
empties into the San Gabriel River, six miles 
above its old mouth. This new bed has been 
cut through orange oves and orchards, 
and has caused great damage. Large tracts 
of valuable orchard land have been covered 
with from one to two feet of sand that makes 
them worthless. Estimates piace the total 
loss on the orange groves at $750,000. 

PORTLAND, Ore., Feb, 8.—It is reported that 
two linemen of the Western Union Telegraph 
company were drowned at Oregon City yes- 
terday. The water is receding rapidly. The 
heaviest losses by the flood are: W. W. Weia- 
ler, logs, $25,000; Smith Bros. & Co., mill, 
$20,000; Peneyer, mili, $25,000; Morrison 
street bridge, $10,000; Oregon company’s 
stone bridge, $10,000; Oregon City woolen 
milis, $10,000; Eiectric-Light company. $10,000; 
J. F. Powers, $15,000; United States Govern- 
ment boat, $7,000; Southern Pacific railroad, 
515,00; Oregon City Lumber company, 
810,000. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 8.— [Special.] Union 
Pacitic offleials have just received advices that 
their Oregon Navigation Jine through the 
floocea district will probably be opened again 
Within two or three days. Reports, they claim, 
have been greatly exaggerated. Traffic wili be 
delayed for a short time, but no falling off in 
the business is looked for. The large 
increase in the December expenses of the 
Union Pacific is due, it is believed, meinly to 
the heavy snows which were encountered 
during that month. As yet no official expia- 
nation of the increase has been received at 
the Boston office. 


IMMENSE SLIDES IN THE MOUNTAINS, 


Rallroad Tracks Covered with Great Banks 
of Karth and Deep Water. 

PORTLAND, Ore., Feb. 8.—The situation of 
the railroad blockade remains practically un- 
Changed. Superintendent Brand of the 
Southern Pacific company said today: We 
have found our ‘Waterloo,’ ana there 
is absolutely no telling when we can 
get our through trains in motion. 
Our facilities for securing detailed reports 
from ihe wrecked@portions of the road are 
80 inadequate that I cannot say in just what 
condition une road is, put I feel sure it could 
hardly be worse.“ 

The Southern Pacific between here and 
Roseburg, it is thought, will be running in a 
day or two, but south of Roseburg the road 
is in à terrible condition. Faise trestles 
and bridges will be put in, and where the 
cuts Cannot be quickly made through the 
land slides the road will be run 
around the obstructions temporarily. 
A dispatch from Glendaie states that an im- 
mensg side has occurred on the railroad in 
the Cow Creek Cafion. The slide came down 
the mountain a distance of 1,000 feet, cover- 
ing the track and filling the cafion. Trees 
are reported to be standing on the slide just 
as they were on the mountain. The water is 
backed up in the cafion for three miles and is 
500 feet wide and full fifty to seventy feet 
deep. Tunnel 3 is completely covered vy 
water. On the Union Pacific line, be- 
tween here and the Dalles, about two miles 
of slides have occurred, mostly in the vicini- 
ty of Cascades. Large forces 01 men are now 
at work clearing the road, and it is stated 
that the trains will arrive next Tuesday. At 
present the passengers and mails are seat by 
boat and transferred at Cascades.

Larnnor, Mo., Feb. 8.— Sixty ladies, who 
are interested in the movement recently in- 
augurated against the saloons, held a meet- 
ing here this afternoon, at which it was de- 
cided to send a committee of fifty 
to Plattsburg.

The 
building is located at the corner of Fifth and 
Olive streets and the explosion occurred 
im what is called the exhauster, condenser, 
and scrubber room at the southeast corner 
of the works. The structure was about 60x 
100 feet and ran back along Fifth street to 
the engine room, corner of John ana Fiftn. 
The report of the explosion was followed 
throughout the neighborheed by fumes. of 
burning gas, which sbot skyward and sum- 
moned the fire d . Streams 
were soon playing upon the scem 
of disaster and at 6:30 the 
fire was out. All this time tne heartrending 
cries of the imprisoned men were heard. 
above the roar of the flames. Five minutes 
before the explosion the day men had taken. 
their dinner pails and started for home and 
the night snift had entered the works. As 
soon as the fire was out the sturdy firemen 
and a gang of er policemen degau re- 
moving the dead and dying from the débris.

Martin Kurn was 
found pinned down by a heavy 
beam. He was removed to St. Joseph's Hos- 
pital with a fractured skull. His chances of 
recovery are few. He leaves a famiiy at 
Portland. Me. Michael Mahoney was thrown 
head-first through a partion and picked up 
unconscious. He is internaily injured, has a 
brokep leg, and itis feared his spine is broken. 
He will die. James Scannon, a boy of 19, 
who was acting as stoker, was taken out 
bleeding terribly from severai wounds about 
the head ana body. If not internally injured 
he will live. Chris Kennedy, an old man of 70, 
was cut about the legs and has two ribs 
broken, Owing to his age the chances of re- 
covery are slight. An unknown Swede 
ing through the yard was cut about the head 
by falting débris, but is not seriously in- 
jured. The explosion shattered the giass in 
the office building thirty feet from the scene 
of the accident. Neigboring dweliings and 
stores were also badly shattered for blocks 
around. The explesion occurred in tne coai 
gas department of the building, and Super- 
intendent Elliston savs he has no idea pre- 
cisely how tne affair occurred.

Loxpox, Feb. 8.—An agent of the syndic- 
ate of Américan capitalists which furnished 
the money to bring Buffalo Bull’s Wila West 

Show to Europe bas been here on his way 

home with copies of the books of the box of- 

fice showing the receipts at Paris during me 

Exhibition. He says the show took in 

8,600,000 francs, or about §720,000. Accord- 

ing to the contract between Buffalo Bill and 

the syndicate the latter are entitiea to 80 per 
cent of the gross receipts, which would make 


their share exceed $200,000. With these fle- 


ures in view it is difficult to understand the 
claims made by stockholders that the 
syndicate. made no profit on their invest- 
ment, and that there is a slender pros- 
pect of getting all their original capital 
back. These statements have been widely 


quoted here from American newspapers and 
have caused much comment, because some 


effort was made to get London investors to 
take up the stock not floated in America. 
The American Amusement syndicate, which 
raised the money to send the show to Paris, 
was organized under the laws of New Jersey 
with a capital of $150,000. Of this Americans 
in London were asked to subscribe $25,000 
upon the assurance that $125,000 had been 
raised in America. John R. Dospassos head- 
ed the list of subscribers with $25,000; Frank 
Thomson, Vice-President of the Pennsyiva 
nia railroad, was down for $6,000; United 
States Senator John P. Jones for $10,000; ex- 
Congressman Mitchell of Connecticut, $5,000; 
T. W. Pearsell of New York, $5,000; C. A. 
Griscom, President of the Inman Steamship 
company, for $10,000; W. K. Arkell, for 
$5,000; E. Harrison Sandford, New York, for 
$10,000; Judge Gildersieeve, $5,000; W. I. 
wn, Daily News, New York, $10,000. The 
were we principal stockholders. Each of 
the purchasers of a $5,000 sbare was to re- 
ceive 1 per cent of the gross receipts during 
the six months’ performance in Paris. In 
addition to the 30 per cent taken Dy the syn- 
dicate half of the receipts from the bar and 
restaurant were divided pro rata among the 
members of «ne syndicate. The oniy char 
against the syndicate was a tax of 15, 
francs, payable to the authorities of 
Paris. According to the contract the 
#yndicate’s share of the receipts was to 
be handed to the agent who traveled

bankers. In the prospectus on which the 
‘syndicate wis organized, basing the figures 
en the daily average receipts of the show in 
London, it was estimated that the Paris re- 
ceipts would be st least $67,000 weekly, or 
$1,742,000 for the six months of the contract. 
According to the statement of the Paris re- 
ceipts which the speciai agent for the syndic- 
ate has taken home with him it will be seea 
that while the receipts were not so large as 
estimated ig these figures they were large 
enough to realize considerabiy more than 
half the profits expected.

A Letter from Mrs. Eames,

I won't men- 
tion names, but will only say that one prima- 
donna there, hearing What success my daughter 
had uad, announced her intention of causing her 
discharge. She has not succeeded so far, but she 
has succeeded in limiting the number of my 
daughter's performances. Bot as Miss Eames is 
young—only beginning—she has plenty of time to 
get even with her rivals. 


There Was a Drug in the Ligaor,

THE LAST REMNANT OF MONARCHY. 


A Barbaric Race in Nicaragua—Indians 
Biack as Coal. 

A. J. Miller in the Atlanta Constitution: 
During the last seven months I have visited 
all the five Republics of Central America. 
But the most interesting part of my work 
was the exploration of the hitherto unknown 
country of the Sambos, in Northwestera 
Nicaragua. It is a wild section, reached only 
by tortuous Indian trails, covered with vast 
virgin forests of mahogany and cedar, and 
under the dominion of the savage Sambos, 
who have never yet yielded to the authority 
of any government but their own, giving a 
nominal allegiance to the Mosquito King, the 
last remnant of monarchy in the Western 
world. 

These Sambos are as black as ebony, pos- 
sessing some generic identities with the pure 
Congo, but widely differing from him mother 
meutal and physical features. The origin of 
this tribe is traced to the black indians 
found upon the Isthmus when first visited by 
the darmg adventurer, Vasco Nunez ae 
Balboa, the discoverer of the Pacific. They 
are still in a barbarous state, being without 
any wearing appareil and observing a relig- 
ion that is a quaint admixture of mythology 
and superstition. They entertain a blind 
faith in witchcraft, and invest their sukias 
(success) with unlimited authority over 
temporal and spiritual affairs. 

The religion of the Sambo and his worship 
of the god Rushika has a strong simiiarity 
to Puzza, an old god of the Japanese and 
Chinese. The Sambo believes that at cer- 
tain seasons this god goes into certain plants 
and animals, as well as giving visible mant 
festations of himselt in the sun, moon, and 
stars.

For instance, they think that the storm- 
cloud is supported by an evil messenger, 
whom they can kill by discharging their ar- 
ro nto the approaching ominous cloud. 

native doctors, or wise men, among 
the Sam bos occupy high places in the estima- 
tion of the natives. They use a few medi- 
cinal herbs in sickness, but reiy mostly upon 
charms and spelis to drive away ‘vue demon 
of disease. Tothisend they carry with them 
certain stones, seeds, teeth of wild animals or 
the anaconda, and owner things, which are 
concealed about the patient, who has a blind 
faith in the curative virtues of the charm. 

The sukia does not encroach upon the do- 
main of the doctors in the power of heaiing, 
but assumes by the exercise of the black 
art to visit the direst calamities upon any 
one that incurs her displeasure. One of 
these witches came near causing the mas- 
eacre of our entire party, because of an in- 
explicable dislike she had taken to one of the 
native guides.

Incantations and Soothsaying Still Gen- 
erally Prevail in Iodia. 

London Times: The Journal of the An-

nine beautiful names of God and other divine 
words, formed of letters containing the 
Arcana which pass into material substances, 
intercede.” The magician, of course, is the 
sole interpreter of the uses and significances 
of the combinations. Aichemy comes next, 
and is followed by astrology, the most popu- 
lar of all the Eastern occult sciences. It 18 
| practiced on ali occasions, to discover thefts, 
to foreteil the result of a journey, the future of 
an infant, ete. Another popular practice is 
soothsaying from the sacred books by open- 
ing one at random and placing the finger on 
a ine. This is almost the only one of the 
sciences which costs nothing, and which 
every one can practice.

Light on the Motives That Prompted 
O’Shea to Make the Irish Leader Co- 
respondent in His Sult for Divoree— 
Mr. Parnell Says That His Honor Wil) 
Not Snuffer from the Most Thorough 
Investigation—Outline of the Queen’s 
Speech—The Liberal Program. 

- SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE. 

Lonpon, Feb. 8,—Giadstone ana his col- 
leagues held a meeting today to discuss the 
policy ot the Liberals and the Irish members 
or the opening of Parliament next Tuesday, 
especiaily on the action to be taken against 
tne Government and the Times in the Parnell 
matter. They would prefer to proceed by 
noon for a breach of privilege, but he Tory 
majority would scarcely assent to a penal 
measure against their confederates. Person- 
ally Parnell says that his object is not so 
much tothrow Walter into duress as to secure 
a full inquiry into the forgery’conspiracy and 
the methods of procuring evidence, respect- 
ing which he has a great mass of valuabie in- 
formation to bring vetore a select committee. 
He is resolved that such inquiry shail come 
sooner or later. 

The O’Shea suit, as a political move, has 
fallen flat, because Parnell has grappled with 
it Uke a man. His health is completely re- 
stored. 1 have never seen him in better 
form in every way than he is at present. In 
talking with his leading colleagues today 
he assured them that if the case were ever 
investigated they need have ho fear that his 
honor would be tarnished or the Irish cause 
compromised, Though their loyalty to him 
would not have been materially affected 
whichever way it went, they were greatly 
pleased at this assurance, which thev im- 
plicitly accept. Only today a leading Irish 
member who has been pub in 
possession of the main facts of the case 
said that it would be a great victory 
for Parnell—that from what he had heard 
Pigott’s infamy was small, trivial, compared 
with O’Shea’s. The history of the O’Shea 
suit is sufficient to stampitasafraud. It 
has its source partly in political intrigue and 
partly in pecuniary motives. Parneil can 
prove the complicity of Houston in transac- 
uons preceding the filing of the suit. O’Shea 
has no money and never had, his wife hav- 
ing always supported him out of her fortune. 
Recently Mrs. O’Snea’s mother died, leaving 
her all her property, valued at about $750,000, 
and bequeathed nothing to any of her other 
sons and daughters. These relatives 
have instituted a suit to set aside 
the will. The O’Shea divorce pro- 
ceedings are calculated to prejudice Mrs. 
O'Shea in uphoiding her title to the money. 
Besides, a considerable part of this money is 
held by his wife in trust for their chilaren. It 
O'Shea can set aside tne will he may get a 
life interest in this sum by securing custody 
of the children. O’Snea made affidavit the 
other day in a proceeding for contempt of 
court against the Jrish Freeman for its com- 
ments on his case, in which be swore that he 
had always been on terms of intimacy with 
his wife’s family, and that they sympathized 
with bim in nis divorce suit. The second part 
of that statementis plainiy true, while the 
first isas plainly untrue. Sir Evelyn Wood and 
O’Shea’s other marriage connections always 
kept him at a safe distance until they had a 
common interest in attacking Mrs. O’Saea. 
It is believed that O’Shea is already 
in serious difficulties with his lawyers, whom 
he has probably been gulling. The Solicitor 
General has been engaged by O'Shea As 
is fees are heavy and as O’Shea has not a 
cent, the question is, Who supplies the money, 
or is the Sol:eitor-General acting for nothin 


in the hope of reaping his reward by! politic 


preferment should he succeed? 

O’Shea has chaa his tactics; his original 
petition charged adultery against Parnell at 
various places since 1886. e now intends to 
ask the court to allow bim to amend 
the petition sO as to extend the charges 
back to 180. In 1886 O'Shea went 
over to Chamberlain on the bome-ruie ques- 
tion, and has virtually been supported since 
by that party as a weapon against Parnell. 
To begin his petiuon from 1886, therefore, 
lent additional suspicion to the very shady 
business. Since 1880 until tne last few 
mouths Parnell bas been in bad health. The 
charges are now to date from 1880, and 
O’Shea is to pretend that this intrigue was 
going on under his nose for six years with- 
out his knowledge, and that he only discov- 
ered it when he separated himself from 
Parnell. On the whole tne case is a shady 
one, and when tried will probably tura out to 
be another painful surprise. Politicians 
who have failed toeruin Parnell’s public 
reputation now seek to hit him through his 
domestic life, : 

Parnell himself is full of activity. He has 
been preparing tor some time for his attack 
on the Government. The session will be one 
violent storm of strife in which the Irish 
party will play a large part. New facts prov- 
ing the connection between the Government 
and the Times will be disciosed immediately 
on the opening of Perliament. Parneil 
suspects strongly that when Sir Henry James 
made the proposal for settiement his princi- 
pals were aware of the nature of this evi- 
dence. The dates of the respective events 
reveal a strange coincidence; Thursday the 
Judges finished their report and forwarded 
it instantly to the Home Secretary; Friday 
noon Sir Henry James visited Sir Charies 
Russell to suggest a settlement. Up to 
this both sides prepared to fight. Par- 
nell was utterly amazed when Russell sent 
word of James’ proposal. It is thought that 
the report strongly condemus the /imes for 
the forgeries, and does not treat that matter 
as of secondary importance, as the Tories had 
hoped. If so the Irish party will demand a 
rigid inquiry into the history of the report 
from the time it left the Judges’ hands and 
the names of all who saw it, If the report 
had come out while Parnell’s action was pro- 
ceeding. and was strong on the forgeries 
question he would have got much larger 
damages than be has. 

The new Irish land bill which the Govern- 
ment proposes to introduce at the outset of 
the session will prove to be an ingenious 
measure, it will be in reality a further ex- 
teusion of the Ashbourne act, and will not

Outline of the Queen’s Speech. 

The Queen's speech, to be delivered to 
Parliament at the opening of the new s8és- 
sion, has been drafted in the Cabinet couacil, 
It promises the introduction of measures of 
which the public already knows, so that it is 
not likely to present anything new on this 
head. Referring to foreign politics and the 
relations ef England with other Powers the 
address congratulates the nation on the pros- 
pect of permanent peace. It expresses per- 
tect confidence that an amicable gettle- 
ment will be arrived. at with Poftugal 
concerning the control of the disputed 
territory in Southeast Africa, and it speaks 
of the Samoan treaty as the outcomeor the 
mutual good will of the three Governments 
concerned in it, and as therefore establish- 
ing a condition of lasting peace and common 
welfare in that part of the world. It speaks 
of the extradition treaty with the United 
States as ending long-pending diffichlties, 
and making a basis of future action by tne 
two nations Which shall be free from the an- 
noying misunderstandings of the past. The 
speech expresses the hope that other ques- 
tions which are still under consideration be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain 
will be speedily arranged to the gratification 
of both Powers. A boast is made of the 
prosperity and order which exist in Ireland, 
all credit for the forbearance with which the 
Irish have -behaved being claimed by the 
English administration, and the address re- 
fers With self-congratulation to the increased 
flow of trade throughout the Kingdom. 

The opposition is goimg to concentrate its 
hostilities upon the Irish Land bili and the 
free education measures. Any form of land 
bill will be opposed, because ncne that the 
Tories can frame will satisfy the real needs 
of the people, or be other than a scheme of 
the Government to put off the main point of 
Irish contention. Over a hundred Conserva- 
tive members of the House of Commons are 
opposed to free education upon aay terms 
whatever, and the remainder will not accept 
a bili looking to that end unless the schoo 
which are made free shall be under tne 
control of the clergy. An important 
section of the Libderals, among them 
Mr. Gladstone, support the interests of the 
religious authorities, and believe that the 
schools will be best man at least at 
present, under the direct influence of the 
churches. Qn the other hand, the Radicais 
wil not have education wade free unless 
the schools are wi wn absolutely 
from the control of the clergy and v- 
erned wholly by the civil authori

On the afternoon of the 20th of January 
the United States squadron of evolution left 
Cartagena and proceeded to Port Mahon. It 
was the intention of the Admiral to zand the 
battalions of the different vesseis for fleid 
exercises, but having failed to secure per- 
mission from the Spanish authorities the 
scheme has, unfortunately, fallen though. 
At Cartagena low life and wretchedness are 
everywhere appareut, and there is not 
a respectable building in the place. 
A visit to Arsenal does not 
inspire enthusiasm in the naval mind. It 
contains a fine rope-walk and piants for the 
manufacture of projectiles and repair of iron 
work, but there is nothing which will com- 
pare favorably with similar establishments 
in our own navy-yards. From the top of the 
oid fortress, built on a commanding position 
in the center of the city, there is a 
fine view of thé surroundings of Car- 
tagena. But one looks on  noth- 
ing but uncultivated land and bieak 
low hills. A walk around the old city walls is 
interesting on account of the ancient guns 
which are still mounted—two of them with 
the muzzies biown off. The harbor and 
modern fortifications are of the best, and 
the surrounding country is rich in various 
minerals. There are between 800 and 400 
mines in active operation, There are few 
evidences of prosperity or enterprise. 
After a pieasant run of forty-two hours at an 
average speed of eight knots the squadron 
anchored in the harbor of Port Mahon, the 
Capital of Minorca. Thre harbor is unely 
sheltered ana the aspect of the country 
pleasing. The buildings are beautifully 
white, and the sceneis refreshing after the 
barrenness of Cartagena. It was here, it 
will be remembered, that a Commo- 
dore’s son made the terrible leap 
from the main true of the Old Ironsides 
to the blue depths below. Our own Farra- 
gut’s father was born some four miles from 
here, and the great Admiral himself visited 
nere on his last memorable cruise in the 
Franklin. The reception he received ought 
not to be forgotten by Americans, and is not, 
if we are to judge from the hearty manner 
the boys of the squadron treat the inhab- 
itants and oid boatmen. 

The squadron has had plenty of drill since 
its arrival at Fort Mahon, and its crews, at 
the present moment, will favorably compare 
with the best of any navy. Aumiral Walker 
is strict concerning beat drill, and all ar- 
rangements connected with it have to be 
carried out in the most thorough manner, 
One of the principal objects of the 
squadron of evoluwon, he main- 
tains, is to build up and perfect a system of 
drill suitabie for the mighty weapons of the 
day—a scientific system--and, in addition, to 
tind substitutes for the obsolete spar and sail 
drilis which shail maintain in an equal degree 
the tone and temper of the men, their moral 
and sa feo vigor. It is obvious u drill, 
in itself, will not accomplish this. Therefore 
hardy exercise in boats is resorted to.

and the more closely the rescmpts are ex- 
amined the more the skepticism grows. It is 
already recognized as altogecher improbable 
that tce European Powers, if ever invited, 
will assent to take, part ia such an interna- 
tional conference as that upon which the 
Emperor addresses Bismarck in his first 
rescript. England, France, Belgium, and 
Switzerland are named by the Emperor 
as involved in his schemes, but this 
use of the names of those States has been 
made without any understanding with any 
one of them. His Majesty, In fact, only says 
that he desires that tne Ambassadors of 
those nations be sounded on the subject, but 
he does not even direct the opening of a 
negotiation, and, in fact, none has been 
opened. Not a single step has been taken 
toward learning whethef those Powers ap- 
prove of such a conference. It has been 
published thut Switzerland accepts the pro}- 
ect, but this is apparently an i- 
ference based upon the fact that 
Switzerland herself formerly enaeavored 
to initiate such a proceeding. The 
report is not based upon the existence of any 
official document. It may be also a misunder- 
standing, the Swiss convention actually to 
be held being confused with the conference 
of William’s scheme. Oa the contrary, the 
probabilities point to the summary refusal of 
the Powers to join the scheme, if they are 
ever invited. The Marquis of Sans 
bury declinea the Swiss invitation to 
the labor conference. it does not 
follow that he would .refuse an invitation 
because he 
refused one from the Helvetlan kKepublic, 
but it indicates at least that in Down.ng 
street just now they do not take «Kindly to 
political moonshine. The Swiss even do not 
seem to like the notion that the move may 
interfere with their convention to be held in 
May, and are exclaiming against aay such 
interference. 

The obvious futility of the general propo- 
sitions touched upon in the rescripte has led 
to the report that the conference will ignore 
the subject of minimum wages and limit 
itself to the consideration of the industrial 
employment of women ind children, te 
economic and other aspects of Sunday labor, 


‘and the eight-hoar movement, There is no 


authority for this report, which implies that 
the project of the reseripts has got to a 
point where a regular program has been 
drawn up. That is not the fact. But even 
if the scheme should get this far and be re- 
stricted as thus suegested, it is considered 
that no practical end could be reached. The 
private opinion in all official circies is that no 
conference will ever meet. 

RELATIONS OF SMPLOYERS AND WORKERS. 

If any important fact is to flow from these 
decrees it will be from that part of them 
which proposes internal * ge new labor 
legisiation, and the reform of the relations 
existing between the emplovers and workers. 
The first fact will be the special comm:ssi0n 
which will be convened here to prepare bills 
tor the next Reichstag. This is to de com- 
posed in equal parts of workingmen and 
employers.

HELPING THB SOCIALISTS. 

The effect of the decrees upon the electoral 
canvass is that they actually tend to help the 
Socralist party.

Indeed, the theory that the decréss were 
played as a great stroke in the 
game for votes seemed to be 
confirmed by thé staggering effect 
they had at the first moment upon the Social 
ist propaganda, for they seemed to make So- 
cialism itself unnecessary.

City Clerk Mahoney was this afternoon 
served with a summons in a suit against the 
city and the Milwaukee Industrial Exposi- 


tion to secure possession of the property om 
which the exposition now stands. The suit 
is by the heirs ot Byron Kilbourn, one of the 
earliest settiers of Milwaukee, ana is brought 
in the name of Byron H. Kilbourn, Maud A. 
Thoradike, and Mary B. Kilbourn. This ac- 
tion, with a similar suit brought by the heirs 
of Charlies H. Williams, involves the title to 
the entire square occupied by the Exposition 
Buiiding, and which has a valuation of about 
$200,000, The complaint in the Kilbourn suit 


is now being prepared and will be filed in 
court within a few days. The allegations to 
be made, as learned from Frank M. Hoyt, 
attorney for the Kilbourn heirs, this even- 
ing, are that the property was originally 
deeded to the city by Byron Kilbourn and 
Charies H. Williams to be used exclusively 
for a public market. For a number of years 
it was so used, but some years ago the city 
gave to the Industrial Exposition Associa- 
thon the right to occupy the ground and the 
old market hall was replaced by the present 
exposition building, which is one of the finest 
in the West. It wili be claimed that the city 
forfeited its title by grunting the exposition 
association this privilege, and that tne prop- 
erty now rightfuily belongs to the heirs. The 
Kilbourn heirs claim the title to 54-100 of the 
property and the Williams heirs to 46-100. 
The Williams suit, in which 8. U. Pinney of 
Madison appears for the heirs, is on the cal- 
endar of the next term of the Circuit Court, 
and upon the result will depend the outcome 
of the Kilbourn suit.

TO ESTABLISH A MINING EXCHANGE. 

A movement to change ‘he present system 
of selling the miluons of tons of iron ore 
mined in the Lake Superior districts is on 
foot in Milwaukee. The idea is to do away 
with the middlemen, being the Cieveland ore 
agents, and have the mine-owners make the 
sales directly to the consumers. On the esti- 
mated output of ten million tons for this 
year the commissicus alone would amount 
vo $1,000,000. If such a change can now be 
effected an iron exchange will be built in this 
city, as Milwaukee companies now control at 
least one-half of the ore output of the Lake 
Superior district. 

MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS. 

Capt. Pabst will probably spend $100,000 in 
remodeling the Grand Opera-House buuiding. 
The structure, it is announced, will be almost 
entirely rebuilt. The height of the building 
will be increased by tne addition of two 
stories, and itis not unlikely that the Mi- 
waukee Musicai Society will engage quarters 
in the building. When the improvements 
are made the opera-house will be one of the 
handsomest and most imposing structures in 
the city. 

Charies Pfister has extended for sixty days 
the option held by the promoters of the East 
Side hotel project on the property at the 
northwest corner of Wisconsin and Jefferson 
streets. ihe option expired early in the 
week, and some delay was caused owing to 
Mr. Pfister’s absence from the city. It is ex- 
pected that there will be some important de- 
velopments next week. 

United States Marshal West’s commission 
will expire Monday, and Tuesday he will 
leave ior Alabama, accompanied by his wife 
and son. If au appointment is not made by 
Monday the office will be vacant. Gen. 
West will hereafter reside in Alabama, re- 
turning to Wisconsin in the summer months.

Wasuinctor, D. G., feb. &—[Special.]— 
It is regarded as pretty certain that a ma- 
jority of the House Judiciary Committee will 
agree to report favorably the International 
Copyright bill, though they may recommend 
some amendments suggested during the dis- 
cussion of its merits by friends and oppo- 
nents of the measure. A member of tne 
committee said today that he thought the 
minority, among whom he counted nimself, 
would make a vigorous fight against the bill 
in the House. The original proposition, he 
remarked, was to pass an Iuternauonal 
Copyright law for the benefit of the authors. 
But the publishers came forward to look out 
for their interest and the typographical 
unions insisted that the printers should not 
be forgotten. Now they bad a measure that 
is a sort of compromise between the three 
interesta, but like all previous international 
copyright schemes it conflicts with the in- 
terest of the great mass of the book-reading 
public. The truth is, tne real benefits will 
accrue to the publisners in the long run and 
authors and printers will not derive long 
continued benefits. The typographical 
unions, he said, would soon find they were 
pretty badly ieft, and if this bill should be- 
come a law the people who have been 
buying cheap editions of first-rate books for 
the last six or eight years will be heard from 
in all parts of the country. He had heard 
all of the arguments pro and con that had 
been laid before the committee, and was con- 
vinced that to pass the bill would be to legis- 
late for the k publishers against the 
masses of the people. The committee heard 
arguments for about three hours today from 
Mr. C. Bovee of New York and Judge W. H. 
Arnoux, President of the New York Bar As- 
sociation, against the bill, aud Mr. R. M. 
Johnson, Secretary of the Authors’ League, 
and Mr. George Putnam, publisher, in 
favor of it. 

Mr. Bovee did not deny there was some 
basis on the appeal for relief by the publish- 
ers and authors. But there was another and 
more numerous class, and the committee 
should remember the interests of the people 
in legisiating and secure the minimum 
rather than the maximum price of books. 
The bill proposed to allow foreign authors to 
secure United States copyrights if the books 
were printed from type setin the United 
States. The Chace bill was not an interna- 
tional copyright bill. As to tne printers’ 
interests Mr. Bovee admitted that the 
typographical unions had petitioned in favor 
of the bill. It seemed to him that the print- 
ers’ interests would be injured. They 
assumed that all of the book printing was to 
be on the Atlantic seaboard. Now books 
were published all over the United States. 
That must stop, and all the Western printers 
would have to go to the East. They assumed 
that they would set the type. They forgot 
the advance of science, and the work was 
going to be done by machines, especially as 
the business would be concentrated in a te 
hands. He stated his objections to the bill 
at length. 

Mr. Putnam was nextheard. He said that 
the Copyright bill jas at present framed was 
the best measure which could be sed 
under existing circumstances. He could 
speak with some knowledge of the views of 
the booksellers of the country, and from 
that knowledge he believed that the book 
trade was in favor of the bill. 

Judge W. H. Arnoux said that Mr. Putnam 
spoke of an international copyright bill. It 
was rather a bill to crush out small publish- 
ers and create great monopoiies. Mr. 
Putnam represented the leading publishers 
and sad nothing about the smaller publish- 
ers. The rich were to be made richer 
and the poor poorer. Tne Ku- 
glish authors, about whom we were 
so solicitous, knew only the great publishers 
here, and would goto them to pubiish their 
works. The small publisher here could get 
none of their work. The modern idea was 
that a nativeinventor and author should be 
protected toa limited extent. Was this cqun- 
try to depart from that long-established prac- 
tice by extending it so as to give to a foreiga. 
author who contributed nothing to this coun- 
try ana had no tg ke has «J to it an abso- 
lute control of his bock! hy not extend it 
further? Nothing was said about the paper- 
maker. Why was it not required that tne 
books should be printed on American paper? 

Judge Arnoux concluded by criucising as 
impracticable the provision of the bill aliow- 
ing importations of foreign works only after 
the written consent of the owner of the 
copyright has been procured, holding that it 
would operate to prevent importations 
almost altogether, and that altogether the 
bill was a vicious bili and notin the interest 
of the people of the United States. 


E. L. Duckworth, recently appointed Post- 
master at Sharon, Taliaferro County, Ga, 
has represented to the Post-Office Depart- 
ment that he is prevented by threats of per- 
sonal violence and hostile demonstrations 
from taking possession of his office. Several 
letters from Duckworth and others corrob- 
orative of his statements have lately deen re- 
ceived at the department, giving details of 
the situation. it appears that Duckworth, 
who is understood to be an independent Re- 
publican, was some time ago appointed Post- 
master to succeed a Democrat, who, with his 
friends, it is represented, has since used 
every means to prevent his successor from 
taking charge of his office. Threats of per- 
sonal violence and even death, itis said, were 
publicly made and heapea upon him. On one 
occasion a coffin labeied *Kaaicals Must 
Die“ was placed on the porch of his house. 
A mob of angry men was almost constantly 
in front of his door making threatening 
demonstrations. On another occasion a 
number of men, it is stated, entered his house 
and by threats compelled him to sign a letter 
of resignation. As soon as they were gone, 
however, Duckworth telegraphed the de- 
partment that it was obtained while 
under duress, and ‘asked that it be 
disregarded. The 6th of the pres- 
ent month Duckworth wrote the 
Postmaster General that he could hold out no 
longer, fearing that he would be killed and 
asked that his resignation be immediately 
accepted.

G&MBETTA’S GRAVE IN NICE 


The Floral Decorations on the Anniversary 
of His Death. 

John Swinton in the New York Sun; To- 
day I visited the grave of Gambetta in tne 
picturesque Cemetery of the Chateau, lying 
among the hills of Nice, and 1 found that 
there had been many groups of visitors of 
both sexes to it in the course of the day. 
It was as genialaday asany in which the 
sun ever shone on the coastof the Mediter- 
ranean, and the cemetery wasa scene of 
beauty. Innere were hosts of pilgrims here 
last week from many parts of France, on tne 
anniversary of Gambetta’s death, the last 
day of the year, and the honors that have 
been paid daily since then to the memory of 
the great tribune” show how deep is the 
hold that he retains upon the heart of 
Frauce. 

Today the grave was thickly covered with 
floral crowns and wreaths of equisite beauty 
and fragrance. They lay all around it as well 
as on top of it. They were of red and white 
roses, and of immortelies, and of many other 
kinds of flowers, and 1 noticed many humbie 
floral tributes among those of a grandiose 
style. Here are tne lovely crown and ower 
wreaths brought from Paris by the Under 
Secretary of State for the Colonies; here is a 
festoon from Alsace; here is another brought 
by the Deputies from tne Maritime Alps; here 
is another draped in crape and bound with 
tri-colored ribbons brought by some admirers 
in Nice; here is a superb crown bearing this 
ingcription. To the Grand Tribune from an 
Unknown Admirer’; here is another marked 
„Une Parisienne“, in black letters; here is 
another from the Patriotic Union, and here 
are many others which it is not necessary to 
classify. The spectacle is bewitching and 
romantic as the sun shines upon the mass of 
flowers at the grave on this Sabbath day. 

A middle-aged woman, deeply veiled, 
stands for hours near the grave; and some 
of those here whe. recall the circumstances 
of Gambetta’s death indulge in speculations 
regarding her that may not be without 
foundation. 

A féw feet away trom the tomb isa huge 
wooden pyramid,reised soon after Gambetta’s 
death seven years ago, for the purpose of 
displaying the artificial memorial crowns and 
wreaths that were sent here by cities, 
Republican committees, and patriotic organi- 
zations in all parts of France. The pyramid 
is covered on ali sides, from base to apex, 
with these memoriais, which are of many 
kinds and designs, 

There is no permanent monument over 
the narrow tomb of the French statesman in 
the Cemetery of tae Chateau. The reason for 


will remain in Nice for many years. The 
Government desires that it shall be re- 
moved for the final interment to the Pan- 
theon in Paris; but his father, who yet lives 
here, a very old man, positively and persis- 
tently refuses to allow itto be taken away 
from Nice. The probability is that the re- 
moval will be brought about after the death 
of the father. 

Besides the display at the grave here in 
Nice, there has been anotier during tne last 
week at Vilie d’Avray, near Versailles, at 
the house wuere Gambetta died, and we have 
also news of the holding of commemorative 
meetings in many other parts of France. In 
short, it is evident from the reports received 
here within the last few days that the name 
of Gambetta is yet a name  outranking 
that of any of his political contemporaries in 
the mind of the French people. 


STOCKHOLDERS AT JOLIET UNEASY. 


A Minnesota Bullding and Loau Association 
Deciared to Be Un«afe. 

JoureT, III., Feb. 8.—[Special.]—There has 
been considerable agitation tne last day or 
two among several citizens of this plave over 
a report from Minneapolis, Minn., that the 
American Loan and Building Association of 
that city has been declared by the Public Ex- 
aminer to be in an unsafe condition, and that 
it must cease doing business. The citizens 
referred to are much concerned over this re- 
vort for the reason that they are stovkhold- 
ers, and their money has been placed in 
jeopardy by the report of the examiner. The 
association bas about fifty members in this 
city—ail etockholders who have taken out 
stock. The trouble arises through the offi- 
cers doing business contrary to law. In 
Minnesota the State employs a Public Exam- 
iner for building and loan associations, who 
acts in the same capacity as a bank examiner, 
and all irregularities in business methods 
are sure to come to light. 

Ihe American Association was capitalized 
at $10,000,000, ana during the last two years 
did a business of $1,250,000. ihe examiner 
says the association bas made legal invest- 
ments, and thai its business was run at a loss 
of nearly $75,000 during the two years. The 
expenses have been too great. In addition 
to this the association invested a large sum, 
aggregating $200,000, in the stock of the Ger- 
man-American Fire-Insurance company of 
St. Paul in direct violauon of law; and in 
furtber violauon of law the association bas 
taken a second mortgage on real estate for 
securities of moneys loaned. 5 

An impression prevails that the associa- 
tion will rectify all mistakes and continue 
business. A new set of officers has been 
chosen, the President being one of the most 
prominent men in Minneapolis. Mr. An- 
drews, the agent here, said he had not received 
word from Minneapolis, but exhibited a letter 
from J. B. Burns, the Illinois State manager 
at Chicago, in which that gentieman an- 
nounced that the reports sent out concerning 
the condition of the association were out- 
rageously false and unfair and that they had 
been denounced by the officers in charge. 
Mr. Burns further advises Mr. Andfews to 
assure the Joliet members that, whatever 
happens, their money is safe.

THE COLONY AT TOPOLOBAMPO, 


e 
An Attempt to Show That Co-operation Is 
Better than Competition. 

San Francisco Chronicles Readers of the 
Chronicle are tamiliar with the history of the 
colony at Topolobampo. It is a social- 
istic affair conducted on the codpera- 
tive plan. It was. organized in 1881, 
and 87,000 acres of lana were secured 
irom the Mexican Government in Sinaioa, 
near Topoiobampo Ray, on the Pacific coast. 
As soon as the land was opened to settiers 
500 people, men, women, and children, 
rushed in and ths colony was born. The 
work of building houses was harder than 
they expected, as the country was perfectly 
wild. Disease came, food was scarce, and in 
consequence out of the #00 who started in 
with the existence of the colony only about 
150 faithful ones remain. ‘The 37,000-acre 
grant was found to be dificult of irrigation, 
and a farm of 400 acres was secured on the 
Fuerte River, and there tne colony exists and 
struggles to maintain the theory that co- 
operation is better than competition. From 
Mr. Matson it is learned that the farm is 
being planted with oranges, grapes, figs, 
bananas, and other fruits which flourish in 
Mexico, and that the colonists are support- 
ing themselves nicely. They are said to 
have no fear that the socialistic tneory 
cannot be put into practice, and they are 
grinding away ata hving and calmly await- 
ing the time when their numbers will in- 
crease. The agents of the colony are in 
active work all over the United States se- 
curing recruits. A party left San Francisco 
about six weeks ago, and quite a large party 
is now on the way overland from Kansas. 
That State has furnished quite a number of 
recruits, most of them poor, but some 
possessing small means. Discontents 
are packing up and moving away from the 
colony all the time, but the colonists claim that 
new members are cuming in faster than the 
old ones are leaving, and the population of 
the colony is on the increase. The 150 

ople on the 400-acre farm are mostly in 

amilies, only about twenty-five single peo- 
ple staying by the flag. They have a school 
in operation, and Dr. Schellhous, an old-time 
ae Seen the teacher of the higher 
grades. 

The chief hope of the colony lies in a rail- 
road which will bring them indirect com- 
munication with the Usited States. When 
the road is opened, then, they claim, nothing 
can stand in the way of their success. The 
pews of the revocation of the concession is 
au damper upon their hopes, but all those of 
local residence who have an interest there 
are ready to disbelieve the renort and cling 
to What has long been a dying hope.

DONE TO DEATH BY A “VOOD00” DOCTOR. 


Fatal Result of the Superstition of an 
ignorant Colored “ oman.

McDonough County, for two years has com: 
plained of u mysterious ilness that has 
oaffied medical skill. The woman and her 
colored friends firmiy believed she was the 
victim of some malign infiuence. There are 
a number of superstitious colored people in 
the city who believe that any of them are 
liable to be voodooed.“ The mysterious 
ness of the Humphrey woman has been a 
constant source of fear to her friends. Her 
color, which was of a mulatto brown, began 
to turn to the deepest black. She sent tor a 
„voodoo doctor of Quincy calling himseif 
Anthony L. Flener. This man claims to be 
able to dispel evil spirits, devils, and the ef- 
fects of charms. e diagnosed Miss 
Humphrey’s case and informed her that she 
was afflicted with “scorpions.” He then 
mixed up a drug in a bottle of Whisky, which 
ine poor woman drank. The continued use 
of the medicine soon brought the woman to 
her bed from exhaustion, and in a short 


time she died in great agony. 
A post-mortem examination revealed the 


fact that the stomach and bowels bad been 
almost destroyed by the drug. Flener fied 
when the authorities began to investigate. 
A Coroner’s jury returned a verdict in ac- 
cordance with the facts. An effort will be 
made to punish the guilty parties connected 
with the aair.

NOTEWORTHY FEATURES.

An Increase of 68, 000, 00 in the Item of 

Loans and Discoants Puzzies Speculators 

— More than Half the Trading Confined 

te Lackawanna, Reading, and Rock 

_ ‘Island—Saie of Iowa Starch Works— 
Window Glases Rates to Be Advanced. 


New Yoru, Feb. 8.—fSpecial.|—More than 
half the trading on Change today was con- 
fined to Rock Island, Lackawanona,and Read- 
ing. None of these changed more than , in 
price. They advanced 44 to 1}¢ in the earlier 
trade, when the market—whut little there 
was of it—was strong; but the advance was 
lost in a reaction which followed the appear- 
ance of the bank statement tweaty minutes 
before the close. 

This statement was the only noteworthy 
feature; for the transactions were insignifi- 
cant in volume and represented merely the 
scalping operations of professional traders 
on the floor. When ine statement came out 
showing a decrease of over $4,400,000 in the 
surplus reserve these gentiemen turned 
round and soid right and left. Missouri Pa- 
cific tell Uke a plummet from 75 to 74%, 
and Rock Isiand was sold dowu a full point 
from its top figures. 

A surprising increase of $8,000,000 in the 
item ot loans and discounts puzzled the 
street, and it was still more mystified to find 
that Lhe various items of the statement would 
not prove within $2,000,000. It occasion- 
ally happens that adiscrepancy of as much 
as $1,000,000 is fouad between the items that 
stand for assets und the amount of deposit 
liabilities, but such a discrepancy as wat in 
today’s statement is unprecedented except in 
cases where clerical errors have been made. 

There are several theories in cxplanation 
of today’s statément—that the deurs bave 
locked up money to affect stocks, or that it is 
due to operations connected with tue reha- 
billtation of tne up-town banks, or that large 
amounts have been borrowed by the party 
that has been accumulating Reading shares 
during tne week. The fact wat the banks 
should have paid out about $2,000.000 more 
than is indicated by the statement, tn order 
to make its items balance, is possibly due to 
some bank having sold a biock of bonds to 
some individual or bank outside the clearing- 
bouse lines,

After Weeks of Nauseating Details the 
Couple Are Adjadged tqually at Fault 
The Snell Toll-Road Case to Be Urged to 
a Gearing After Many Delays—Jadge 
Gresham Decides Two Interesting 
Cases. 


The jury in the Keefe divorce "case returned a 
peculiar verdict yesterday, finding Mrs. Antoin- 
ette K. Keefe guilty of infidelity and Thomas P. 
Keefe guilty of cruelty. The decision leaves the 
case in about the same position as before the 
trial, and, unless it is settled in the meantime, 
another month or so of the time of a Judge and 
jury will be consumed in listening to its details, 
It 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon 

the jury announced that it had 
reached a verdict. Keefe was in the court-room 
with Attorneys Judd and Hogan, Mr. Case being 
absent. Attorney Hardy was with Mrs, Keefe, 
chatting as though there was nothing of im por- 
tance pending. Whea the jury came in Keefe 
trembled with excitement, but his wife sat 
smiling and entireiy unmoved, 

We flad the defendant, Antoinette K. Keefe, 
guilty,” read the Clerk, and Mrs. Keefe smiied 
Sarcastically. “‘And the plaintiff, Thomas K. 
Keefe, not guilty.” continued the Clerk. 

At this finding Keele sunk back in his chair as 
ifabout to faint anda faint smile of triumph 
fitted over his face. It was speedily dispelled 
wuen Judge Coluns ordered the jury back tate 
its room to find a verdict on the question of 
crucity Charged against him. This was dove in 
a short time and Keefe was fotiud to be guilty of 
the charge. The 12 stood ten to two for many 
bours for finding Mrs. Keefe guilty of the charge 
against her, ‘ 

Attorney Judd asked Judge Collins to enter up 
a decree of divorce in favor of Keefe, but the 
prayer was denied and the matter was taken 
und advisement. Both sides agree that no de- 
cree is itkely to be entered in favor of either of 
the parties. 

The demurrer of the people of the State of 
Lilinois to the replicauon of the Snell heirs in 
the Snell toli-road case was brought up in Judge 
Driggs’ court on an application for an immediate 
bearing. Sidney Smith, wuo represented the 
Soeli estate, said there was no reuson Woy the 
ease should be heard in advance of any other, 
but Attorueys Robinsin and Kraft argued that it 
wus a public matter, the improvement of a dis- 
trict inbabited by 8.000 people beg dependent 
on the decision. | 

The lawyers argued that the toll road and the 
miserable condition ia waich it is kept prevents 
the development of the entire district of which 
itis the outural artery. Judge Driggs agreed 
with the lawyers on the pubiic nature of the 
case, and set che hearing of the demurrer for a 
week from next Monday. A. J. Stone filed a 
bond in Judge Shepard s court in bis appeal of the 
chancery Gecision to the Supreme Court. 

Judge Horton had a new pease in divorce mat- 
ters brought to his attention yesterday, Andrew 
S. Henderson, an alleged resident of Coicago, 
filed a bill for divorce against Mrs. Winfred Hen- 
derson, who lived in CincitDnati, and who prompt 
ly answered her husband's bill with a cross-bili. 
It wus shown thal the original bill had been 
withdrawn, bu he fact that it had been filed 
gave Mrs. Henderson a standing in an LIilinoig 
court which she could not otherwise have se- 
cured. It wus plain to see how coilusion might 
huve been practiced in this Way, and the court 
declined to grant a decree to Mrs. Henderson un 
less she conclusively proved that her husband 
was an actual resident of Chicago, 

Vaidimir Oerveny's libel suit against the News 
company was disposed of by Ju Tutaill yes- 
terday. The suit grew out of an attack made by 
the ews on Cerveny when the latter was a 
candid«te for the office of County Commissioner, 
The .\ews called Cerveny an Anarchist, and he 
claimed that this statement caused his defeat, 
and brought suit for libel. A demurrer ciaiming 
that it was oot libeious to cali any one an An- 
archist was sustained, and judgment was entered 
against Cerveny for the costs of the suit, 


Federal Court Vecisions, 

Judge Gresbam yesterday, in accordance with 
the decision of the United States Supreme Court, 
dismissed the suit of Thomas Platt, President of 
the United States Express company, against 
Herman B. Chapman for $14,000. The suit is a 
noted one. 8 

Chapman was employed by the express com- 
pany at Ottawa, Lil, about four years ago, and 
in the course of his duties came into possession 
of u package containing $14,000 in currency. Be- 
fore Chapman had denvered the money to the 
con#ignee, be says, he was heid up and robbed. 
An investigation was at onc6é made dy 
the company, which had to make the 
loss good to the owners of the money. and 
at the end of a rigorous examiration Chapman 
was made defendant in a suit for $14,000 brought 
by the express company in the Federal Court. 
Judgment was rerdered for the plaintiffs and 
Chapman was arrested on a aps and lodged in 
jail, woere for a long time the company reguiariy 
paid his board He secured his release finally on 
à technicality. In the meantime his lawyers had 
appealed to the United States Supreme Court, 
which. reversed the decision of the Federal 
court ano remanoed the case. ‘ 

When the matter was reached by Judge 
Gresham yesterday the attorneys for the express 
company entered a motion to allowed to 
amend the declaration. The motion was denied. 
andon motion of Chapman’s atiorney Judge 
Gresham dismissed the case. Chapman has 
penaing in the State courts a heavy suit fordam- 
ages against the express company and its of- 
ficers for false arrest and imprisonment, 

Judge Gresham entered judgment in favor of 
Sydney Smith for 5.279 in the latter's suit 
against Anton Junker, The suit was tried last 
fall on a claim of 83,000 on a note signed by 
Junker. The note contained the peculiar pro- 
vision that Junker was to pay the principal and 
interest when it suited bis conveuierce. As he 
manifested no disposition in the course of nine 
years to pay the obligation Mr. Smith brought 
suit. Junker said the note was not due, as he did 
not yet find it convenient to pay. Judge Gresh- 
am holds the clause to mean a reasonable time, 
and in deciding the case says that nine years may 
be considered a reasonable time under the cir- 
cumstances.

THE OPEN GATE OF CASTLE GARDEN, 


Marked Decrease in Buth the Namber and 
Quality of Immigrants. 

New York Suwa; The Bureau of Statistics 
reports the arrival of 426,738 immigrants from 
over tne water durimg the twelve months of 
the year 1889. Of this number 335,553 landed 
at New York and entered the New World 
through Castle Garden. 

The figures show a falling off from year be- 
fore last, when 518,526 immigrants reached 
our various ports, and not less than 405,000 
passed through Castle Garden. The total of 
immigration for 1889 is less by about a thou- 
sand than the totai for 1854, thirty-six years 
ago; and of the last ten years there have 
deen five when the figures exceeded those of 
the year just closed. Tne bighest point was 
reached eigut years ago, when the total of 
arrivals from Europe and Asia was 646,764 in 
the statistical year ending June 30, 1882, 

The volume of immigration is an exceed- 
ingly unstable factor in the increase of our 
population. Its fluctuations are sudden and 
extensive. They depend upon such complex 
conditions here and abroad that it is not al- 
ways possible to expiain them, much less to 
foresee them before they occur. 

There is, however, a tolerably steady and 
significant change in the character of the 
immigration, as indicated by the statistics of 
nationality. We compare the figures for 
1889 with those for the fiscal year 1881, when 
the total number of arrivals from European 
countries was 527,441:

INDIFFERENT eee OFFER BUT 
FRW INDUCEMEN |S TO BUYERS 


A Qaiet Week in wien n Been 
Waiting to See What Is Going to Turn 
Up—The World's Fair and Elevated 
Roads the Conundrums— TOO Many Flate 
Being Built—A $200,000 Sale of Busi- 
ness Property—Uther Large Sales— Mis- 
Ccellaneous News. 


The week has in general been a quiet one 
in real-estate matters, though it is not wholly 
lacking in important and large sales. But a 
great many real-estate investors, and many 
more men with real estate to dispose of, have 
adopted a waiting policy. They want to 
know what is going to tura up. They want 
the World’s Fair location settled. They want 
to see some further development in elevated 
railway matters. The buyer finds it about 
out of the question to secure an investment 
ic inside business property that will net him 
more than 5 per cent. The seller knows that 
he already has a decidedly good thing with- 
out much reference to where bis property is, 
and if people opject now to his marking 
up un price that entirely diecounts a 
favorable outcome with respect to all the pos- 
sibilities affecting the property he is perfect- 
ly willing to continue holding the property 
himself and await the outcome. The Worid’s 
Fair campaign has undoubtedly checked 
much activity in the real-estate transfers. 
Sellers have firmiy convinced themseves 
that the location of the Fair here means 
much higher prices. They are loath to take 
less now than the price to which they think 
their property will advance after Congress 
decides to locate tne Fair here. Buyers nat- 
urally cannot see their way clear to paying 
that advance. The result is a wide separa- 
tion between the judgment of buyers and 
seliers as to values. 

It is a fact that inside business property 
that will net 6 per cent is now generally 
looked on asa great bargain. It is not by 
any means easy to fill an order for such prop- 
erty to net even 5 per cent. For anything 
above 5 per cent buyers will seramble if the 
property is well located. That is about the 
way values are based hére now. Consider- 
ing the price of money, it shows that buyers 
and sellers alike share the cou vicuhon that 
values are to stiil continue to make steady 
advance. Money here is, not yet cheap enough 
to warrant 5 per cent reulestate investment 
except in connection with a strong probabili- 
ty of advancing values. 

The blow which the West Side Rapid 
Transit ordinance received in the Council 
Thursday night has generally left the con- 
viction that mere will be no ress toward 
West Side elevated roads till after the spring 
election, and the expected boom in outiying 
property that was to follow the securing of an 
ordinance for the Ogden avenue elevated road 
will be deferred for atime. There is still no 
startling progress made in the construction 
of the Lake street road, If the projectors 
would as completely demonstrate (neir abil- 
ity to build an elevated road as they have 
demonstrated. their ability to handle the 
Council to their own satisfaction, the West 
Side would need be no longer in doubt about 
rapid transit. So far as the Lake street road 
has been constructed it leaves the street 
with the hgnt and airy appearance of an 
unlichted tunnel. Whether or not Mr. 
Yerkes bas any intérest in or is 
directing the progress or lack of 
progress of this enterprise, certainly no 
course could have been pursued which would 
have been more to the advantage of West 
Side surface roads. The first long delay and 
the often repeated. announcement of failure 
to convince capitalists of the financial suc- 
cess of the scheme could not have been bet- 
ter calculated if the only object had been to 
scare off capitalists fromjother rapid-transit 
enterprises. Gloomy as West Side prospects 
"look tor elevated lines there is a pleasing 
contrast on the South Side. There seems to 
be every prospect that the Alley road will be 
ouilt immediately as far south, at least, as 
Thirty-ninth street. Just what will be done 
with it after that is a conundrum that every 
man interested in South Sle real estate is 
asking an answer for. The road has become 

and immediate ‘ necessity 
to City. Railway company to 
relieve its lines from Thirty-ninth street 
down-town, but the road is a necessity to the 
people for a long way beyond Thirty-ninth 
street. Whether it will be built further 
south than that at present, and if so between 
what streets, are live questions in the South 
Side situation. 

Permits for the construction of new flat 
buildings are being taken out at toe rate of 
from fifty to a hundred flats aweek. A feat- 
ure of this construction is the predominance 
of flats of the cheapest construction, Men 
4 — have tired of paying landlords and have 

ught a cheap lot conceive tme idea of be- 
pss ng landlords themselves and they build 
on their lots flats ‘of the cheapest possible 
construction. The development of outlying 
districts and the great movement of work- 
ing people towards the suburbs which the 
last two years have seen has drawn 
heavily from just the class of peopie who 
have generally been the tenants of flats. 
Tnis movement, together with the extremely 
rapid increase of flat buildings which has 
been going on for some time, bas at last called 
forth a great number of “To rept” signs. It 
bas been pretty carefully estimated that 
there are 7.000 vacant flats on the West Side. 
The South and North Sides bave not been so 
largely overbuilt, but there are many vacant 
flats there. It is all well enough to argue 
that Chicago is growing faster than her own 
citizens can appreciate and that all that room 
will soon be needed. It is true that it will ail 
soon be needed, but if the supply is to be in- 
creased at the rate of 100 4 week it can hard- 
iy be hoped to fill all the new ones and those 
that are vacant now. A city the size of Chi 
caho needs and must have a large surplus of 
empty houses. A surplus that to most cities 
would sound ruinously large is needed to ac- 
commodate growth as rapid as that of Chi- 
cago. But even with a full appreciation of 
this need it is evident that the buiiding of 
flats is coming close to the N where it is 
being overdone. .

Gov. Turns of Nebraska is reported to 
have sent to Washington a protest arainst 
the proposed reduction of the duties on 
sugar. He also claims to be heartily in sym- 
pathy with the farmersof his State who 
have recently brought to bear a great press- 
ure on the railroads for a reduction of the 
freight rates on corn. This is inconsistency, 
to say the least, and exposes that function- 
ary to the condemnation nounced by 
Zisop’s satyr on the belated traveler who 
blew hot and cold with the same mouth. He 
wishes his constituents to obtain better 
prices for the products they have to seil, but 
apparently he is anxious that every one of 
them shail pay high prices for sugar, which 
is a necessary of life, because a few 
of their number have undertaken the almost 
hopeless experiment of producing sugar 
from beets. It is by no means certain they 
would succeed, even if they and the trust 
had a protection of 200 per cent. Indeed, it 
seems that the soil and climate of Nebraska 


ot corn and several other artices of produce. 
It is difficult to see any good reason why all 
the residents of the State should forego the 
benefit to be derived from cutting the 80 per 
cent duty in two (it is not proposed to abolish 
che whole), while a small minority of their 
number demonstrates again a conclusion 
reached many years ago after a well conduct- 
ed effort at beet culture in New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, and Illinois that it was com- 
mercially a failure. A reduction of the duty 
on sugar, both crude and refined, would so 
cheapen the article tliat the people of Nebraska 
would save not far from a million of dollars 
a year ou their consumption of it. 


CRITICISING THE CRITIC, 

It is a prominent weakness of Col. Robert 
G. Ingersoll that he allows his sympathies 
and good nature sometimes torun away with 
his judgment. Itis an old adage that it re- 
quires constant vigilance on the part of prac- 
tical persons to check the evils likely to be 
inflicted by reformers and charitably dis- 
posed persons whose hurianitariau efforts 
are the result of impuise. If Col. Ingersoll 
could have his way there would be need of 
the same vigilance. He would make the 
world a great deal more comfortable for 
criminals, but it is doubtful whether life 
would be worth living for law-abiding per- 
sons. 

This peculiarity of Col. Ingersoll was strik- 
ingly manifested in his recent, address be- 
fore a meeting of the Bar Associauhon of 
New York, in which he discussed the ques- 
tion of crime and criminals and the rela- 
tions of society to them, taking the absurdly 
philanthropic view that criminals are not the 
enemy of the State, but that the State makes 
the criminals and is the enemy of them. 
Being responsible for them, it is the duty of 
the State, according to Col. Ingersoll, to pay 
them wages while incarcerated and interest 
ou their earnings, to treat chem us victims 
of itsown making for whom itis sorry, and 
on no account to hang them for cold-blooded 
murder, as that is legalized murder. 

Col. Ingersoll’s broad position is that the 
State is responsibie for poverty and crime of 
individuals. Butisit? How is the State re- 
sponsible for the evil passions of men, for 
their depraved appetites, their vicious pro- 
pensities, for their love of liquor or dislike of 
work? Or wherein is it responsible for them? 
Criminais are the weeds growing in the 
world’s fields. The State did not sow the 
weed seeds. it finds them growing there, 
and from time immemorial has sought to 
eradicate them and substitute healthy vege- 
tation in their places. Ingtead of making 
criminals and paupers it is constantly seek- 
ing to unmake them, to reform them, to im- 
prove the condition of the poor, to relieve the 
Wants of the suffering, and where vice is 
rampant and defiant and dangerous to the 
community to punish it where other remedies 
are ineffective. Society is constantly taxing 
its energies, its ingenuity, and its purse to 
ameliorate the condition of the unfortunates 
by building hospitals and  asyiums, 
improving the condition of their sur- 
roundings, looking after their sanitation, 
and contributing to tneir needs in a 
thousana ways. And still we have the poor 
with us always, and, if the truth were told, 
itis the unfortunetes themselves who are 
the hardest obstacles to overcome in the 
work of relieving their condition. Society 
is also constantly striving to deter crime by 
the enactment of laws providing penalties 
for committal of felonies, by the building of 
jails, prisons, and reformatones, and mean- 
while takes every proper precaution for its 
own protection. It brings every influence it 
can to bear on criminals—physical, moral, 
relig:ous, and educational; it is constantly 
occupied in contriving diversions to draw 
away the crimiually disposed from their evil 
purposes and associations, and in seeking to 
overcome the influences of evil passions and 
appetites by shutting off the sources of 
crime where practicable. And yet we kave 
the criminais with us always, and we always 
shall have them until human nature is 
changed in some miraculous manner, al- 
though the Bellamyites think they have dis- 
covered a cure-all remedy. Meanwhile we 
are not gomg to get rid of them by Col. 
Ingersoll's plan of coddling them and making 
them martyrs who are taught that the State 
is their enemy and the criminal courts are ro- 
sponsible for their fall. If Col. Ingersoll had 
told the truth he would have warned the New 
York lawyers that the law itself, made by 
them, with its loopholes and opportunities 
for escape and for defeating justice, is largely 
responsible for the increase of crime. He is

WHY NOT BEGIN ON THE CANAL! 

At the meeting of the Drainage Trustees 
yesterday Engineer Cooley made some queer 
statementu. He was asked by the chair how 
much money could be used between now and 
May of next year in the prosecution of the 
work. The engineer’s department alone, he 
said, would want $125,000, and he could con- 
ceive the board entering on a policy that 
would require ciose to $1,000,000. 

One of the horrified members asked how 
they could sperd a million, to which Mr. 
Cooley mysteriously replied: 


That brings up issues that we would want time 
to discuss, I would not care to go into them at 
this time. As to Wen we can get actively at 
work I have no reason for changmg my former 
expression that to compiete only the incidental 
work 4 1 to the work of construction 
will take to the spring of 1892. 


The English of that is that he wants to dig 
the useless Bowmanville or Skokie cut-off be- 
fore a spade or dredge is employed on the 
main channel. These are wild notions to be 
entertained by one who hopes to remain in 
the permanent employ of the Drainage Board. 

There is no apparent reason why the board 
cannot set to work as soon as it hears from 
the Supreme Court on something which will 
relieve the city and will not be a side issue. 
Under the act it has power to use the canal 
as far as it pleases. It will doubtless do so 
for twenty miles. It will be not far from 
that distance before the rock is struck. Why 
cannot a preliminary survey be made of the 
canal for that. distance and data obtained on 
which contractors can be invited to make 
bids for dredging out the canal to the neces- 
sary width and depth to make it a part of the 
great drainage channel? The work can be 
divided into as many sections as is deemed 
advisable and shared between several bid- 
ders. Some of the necessary dredging ma- 


chinery is already available. More can soon” 


be constructed. 

The contractors can work right ahead, 
throwing up the excavated earth on the 
canal strip, whence much of it will be re- 
moved by the brickmakers, who will follow 
in their wake. While the contractors are 
dredging the engineer and his assistants can 
be busied making the surveys and borings 
over the rest of the route down the valley of 
the Desplaines, collecting the information 
which will be the basis of the proposals for 
bids for the rock-cutting. 

The moment that the dredges have cleaned 
out the canal to its new dimensions and the 
Bridgeport lock is removed the city can put 
in pumps at the Summit or below it and 
throw over into the Desplaines at least 120, 
000 or 150,000 cubic feet of water a minute. 
That will give relief both to the city and to 
the valley until the great channel is com- 
pleted. This is practical. But the leisurely talk 
ot waiting two years before a step is taken 
to begin excavation, and these intima tions 
that the board should enter on a policy 
which will cali for the spending of a million 
in preliminaries, are not calculated to reas- 


sure tne taxpayers. They are.not fond of 


such tall talk,“ and they hope the Trustees 
are not. 


WHAT BUILT THE AMERICAN RAILWAYS? 

At the beginning of this year there were 
in this country 160,000 miles of railway, coa- 
necting thousands of places with each other. 
Including the sums expended in rebuilding, 
their construction cost no jess than nine 
billion dollars. Their gross earnings last 
year were about $975,000,000, of which a little 
over two-thirds was paid out for operating 
expenses, while .the rest, or nearly a third, 
was interest on bonds and dividends on 
stock. Over two-thirds went to labor and 
rather less than a third to capital The 
share of the latter last year was about 
320,000. 000. 

The total number of miles of railway in 

Europe in 1889 did not exceed 150,000. The 
mileage was less than that of this country, 
though the areas are the same, and the popu- 
lation of Europe is 350,000,000, while that of 
the United States does not exceed 65,000,000. 
This difference is the more striking because 
the Europeans started railroad building some 
years before the Amencans. They began 
when they had nearly 200,000,000 people, 
while this country had less than 13,000,000. 
They had a bundred dollars of surpius:capi- 
tal to one in the United States in 1830, and as 
it is from surplus funds that railways are 
built their superiority was over whelming at 
the outset. It is true that their roads have 
cost more per mile than the American ones, 
being more substantially constructed, but 
with their abundarce of capital and cheap 
labor and dense population they should have 
done better than they have. 
- What built these American roads? Not 
the benevolence of men who wanted to make 
travel easier for their fellows or who 
thought it a hardship for the farmers to 
wagon their produce to market over muddy 
roads. That which built them was the love 
of gain, the greed for gold, the thirst to gét 
bigger returns fram existing surpluses than 
other forms of investment promised, and to 
render more valuable the other property of 
the investors. None of the cardina) virtues 
had anything todo with it; acquisitiveness 
had everything. 

The first railway builders in 1830-'40 raked 
together what little money they and tneir 
friends could spare and all that they could 
borrow and constructed their short, imper- 
fect lines. It was quickly discovered that 
they increased the business, populatio#, and 
the wealth of the regions through which they 
passed, that they built up cities, opened iron 
and coal mines, started manufactories, in- 
creased the area of cultivated land, and 
stimulated commerce. In ten years nearly 
2,900 miles of track had been laid; in twenty 
years, 9,000; in thirty years, 30,000; in forty 
years, 52,000; and in 1880, 98,000; and now

At the same time the cost of 
travel has been greatly decreased and its 
comforts increased, The freight rates are 
but a fraction what tkey were in the days of 
the Conestoga wagon, and the markets of 
Europe have been opened to the produce of 
the Western farmer and giutted therewith.

They 
would ask only that the wants of today be 
supplied. Acquisitiveness breeds savings or 
surpluses, and out of their utilization in re- 
production come ail human progress and 
new aud increased employment for labor. 
No greed, no surplus; no surplus, no rail- 
ways. Therefore when the Socialist, the 
Bellamyite, or whatever his name may be, 
says that man shail cease to be grasping and 
acquisitive, seeking for profit even on the 
verge of the grave, be demands the abandon- 
ment of ali human progress. He wants ine 
world to stop just where it is, to lock the 
doors, put up the shutters, and go out of 
business, and to consuine each day all it 
creates, which simply means universal and 


perpetual poverty. 


WORTHY OBJECTS OF BENSVOLENCE. 

The recent lecture delivered by Dr. Julia 
R. Low at Apollo Hall on the wretched con- 
dition of the poor in certain sections of this 
city has done good service in calling pubiic 
attention to this subject, and the criticism 
the lecture has aroused shows that it was 
needed. There can be no better way of 
arousing an interest in the subject of im- 
proving the environments of the extremely 
poor thau by pictures of their condition 
drawn to the life. The object of Dr. Low in 
presenting the results of her observations 
was to arouse an interest, first, in modei ten- 
ements, and, second, in an epidemic hospital. 
As to the necessity of the former there can 
be no question, and the Tenement House 
Committee of the Women’s Club, of which 
Dr. Low is Chairman, has already accom- 
plished sometning by having two miserable 
tenements put in order, and it also has prom- 
ises of help from two large owners of prop- 
erty oa South Clark steet in building a model 
tenement if the project takes definite shape. 
The Epidemic Hospital is hardly less impor- 
tant. The poor now haveno way of isolating 
cases °f diphtheria and scariet-fever, and no 
hospital, with the exception of one small 
German institution on the North Side, will 
or can receive such cases. The danger of 
allowing them to remain in crowded tene- 
‘ments is too apparent to need dwelling upon. 

The Women’s Club has committees which 
bave both these matters in charge, and they 
are prepared to actintelligently and practical- 
ly if they can have material help, and what- 
ever subscriptions are sent in will be wisely 
used. The Tenement House Committee is 
composed of Mrs. Wakeman, Miss Mary L. 
Harmon, Mrs. G. J. Brine; Miss Dr. Low, Miss 
Addams, and Miss Starr, the last two named 
being the young ladies who have voluntarily 


taken up their residence among the poor at 


No. 835 South Halsted street, and who are 
thoroughly acquainted with cheir work. The 
incerporators of the Epidemic Hospital are 
Mr. and Mrs. Benedict, Mrs. Charles Hen- 
rotin, Mr. Ciark, Dr. Sarah Hackett Steven-

raised. Here are two worthy objects for 
practical benevolence in excellent hands, 
All that is needed is financial help. It ought 
to be speedily forthcoming. 


SUPPOSING. 

Supposing that Mr. Bellamy had been born 
sixty years earlier, and the United States 
had been organized under his theories in 
1830, what would the harvest have been! 
When the chiefs of the State came to hear 
of} the new methods of transportation that 
were being used in Europe they would have 
said: What need have we of them? Are 
** we not well enough off as we are? Every- 
“body of the prescribed age is working. 
„% Have we not steamboats on our rivers and 
“ wagons on our roads? Why do we want to 
“carry wheat and corn and cattle and other 
“products so fast and so far, when every 
“farmer is near some little village to 
“which he can team his stuff? If 
“we set a number of members of 
“the industrial army at work building 
“railroads and the machinery which tneir 
“operation demands we must take them 
“from the pursuits they are now engaged 
“on. If we take them from farming there 
‘Will not be food enough raised; if from 
“spinning and weaving there will not be 
“cloth enough made for the simpie needs of 
“the community. Other countries which 
“ know not Bellamy build their roads out of 
“surpluses. But we have none. They are 
„ contrary to the genius of our socialistic in- 
“stitutions. We have no surpius of food, 
„ slothing; tools, or fuel, and don’t need any. 
We have steered clear of overproduction, 
“that vice of other nations. We consume 
“all we make, year by year, and consequent- 
“ly we can launch out in no new enter- 
prises.“ 

Therefore the probabilities are that 1890 
would bave seen the United States with no 
railways. It must be admitted, however, 
that there would be much less need of rail- 
roads than is now the case. The population, 
instead of being 65,000,000, would not exceed 
30,000,000, and all poor, slow, stupid, half- 
asleep people. Foreign immigrants with their 
anti-Bellamy notions would not have been let 
in, The settlements would not have extend- 
ed much beyond the Mississippi. There 
would be no exchange of commodities be- 
tween the Atlantic seaboard and the Valley 
of the Mississippi. 0 

But Bellamy was not born in 1830. He was 
reserved for a generation which hae knowa 
and enjoyed the fruits of human acquisitive- 
ness and the utilizawon of surpluses in re- 
production and enlarged emp.oyment at bet- 
ter wages, and it never will be blind enough, 
nor will its successors, to say, “Here we 
halt. There shall be no further progress. 
Let us eat, drink, and be merry—if we can— 
for tomorrow we may die.” 


ENGLISH EMIGRATION TO THE UNITED 
STATES. 
The returns of last year’s emigration pre- 


sent some interesting and signiticant feat- 
ures. It is officialiy reported that during 1889 
no less than 93,000 English, 57,000 Irish, and 
17,000 Scotch came to the United States, er 
110,000 English and Scotch, as against 57,000 
Irish. In the same year 22,000 Euglisumen, 
2,000 Irish, and 3,000 Scotch went to Canada; 
23,000 English, 2,000 Irish, and 2,000 Scotch 
went to Australia; wine to South Africa and 
all other places” went 24.000 English, 2,000 
Irish, and 1,000 Scotch, The totals for the 
year show 164,000 English emigrants, 64,000 
Irish, and 25,000 Scotch. 

Afver the American revolution and until 
after the War of the Rebellion English emi- 
gration to this country was comparatively 
small. The Scotch was considerable, but 
the Irish was always large, and after the 
famine of 1847 it poured over here in a flood. 
A dozen or more years ago ne German emi- 
gration exceeded it, and the Scandinavian 


also dufing the last decade. Now the Eu- 
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| fnglish. The Irtsh bive is well nigh emptied 
of its surpius inhabitants. 

As a matter of social economy this great 
increase in English emigration presents some 
mteresting features. It shows there is a bet- 
ter feeling in England towards the Amer- 
loans, kindlier seatuments, an absence of old- 
time prejudices, and the national dislike 
growing out of their two wars with us, as 
well as out of our strained relations with En- 
gland during the War of the Rebellion. The 
secret behind this largely increasing emigra- 
tion is undoudtedly the heavy investments 
which the English are making in American 
securities. It began with investments in 
railroad bonds and stocks, which generally 
proved satisfactory. It was followed by m- 
vestments in Western ranches from Montana 
to Texas, and as fastas they were taken up 
there was a movement, first, of agents to care 
for the property, and then of younger sons 
of the investors, who quickly became Amer- 
icanized. Then foliowed large investments 
in local securities, and now English capital 
is pouring into our manufactories—ware- 
houses, mills, breweries—-of every descrip- 
tion, which are opening up places for the 
surplus of English young men, although the 
establishments are stili managed by Amer- 
icans. 

English investments over here are. already 
heavy and are found to increase, and as this 
goes on there will follow 
large waves of British emigration, although 
it is not as perceptible as in the case of some 
other nationalities. The reason probably is 
that as soon as they come over they jom 
American churches and American society. 
They are at once absorbed in busi- 
ness. They care but little for politics 
and they do not group themselves into 
agistinctive associations. They fuse 80 
rapidly with the Americans that there is 
soon no visible evidence of their presence 
here. It should be an interesting study for 
the social economist what effect this in- 
creasing tide of English emigration may have 
upon American thought and action, for it 
brings with it two powerful influences—tirst, 
its skill and intelligence; and, second, its 
capital. What will be the outcome? Will 
the tendency be to Anglicize American 
ideas or will it continue to be absorbed into 
the great American sea of thought? 

A pispatouH from Boston contains the fol- 
lowing anrouncement: 


A morning paper states, apparently on the 
authority of the leaders of the movement, that 
there is to be organized in this country previous 
to the proposed eight-hour strike of May 1, 1800, 
a gigantic labor financial alliance within the 
ranks of the American Federation of Labor. It 
is proposed that there bea joint stock fund of 
at least $250,000 raisea before May 380, to be 
placed at the disposal of any trade whose crafts- 
men may be on a strike or locked out. The or- 
ganization of this alliance is said to be already 
well under way. although the matter has been 
kept as secret as possible, 

If this dispatch be correct, the working- 
men as usual are only proposing to run head 
first against the natural order of things. 
What difference will the raising of this fund 
make if the employers cannot afford to hire 
the workmen on their terms? In that case 
they will simply shut up shop or go some- 
where else. The workmen can’t force the 
employers to do a losing business, and their 
$250,000 will soon be spent: n idleness. If the 


employers can make a profit on the terms 


proposed by the workmen.they will probably 


get their terms without having to spend this 
money, but if they insist upon terms that do 
not allow a profit to the employers it simply 
means idleness for the men, the loss of the 
means they can control, ana the final accept- 
ance of the employers’ terms. They cannot 
force the employers to pay more than they 
can afford. In such cases there fs only one. 
course to pursue, and that is arbitration. 
The arbitrators hear both sides, and they 
will decide whether the employer can give 
more. If the business can afford more t 

he is paying he will yield, unless it leads to 
other demands, as being less costly than to 
stop. But when he can’t see the profit, that 
ends the argument. The levy of a quarter of 
a million dollars upon those so little able to 
pay itis nota sign of muvh intelligence on 
the part of the leaders of the workiggyees.

New York is profoundly agitated once. 
more over the venerable ques uon us to what 
a woman should wear tothe theater. Shall 
she—woman, not New York—assume for this 
ever-recurring function evening dress or 
afvérnvon dress? Shali she or shall she not 
go décolleté? Shall she allow her escort to 
carry her thither in a street-car or must she 
have a carriage or a “cab”! Above all, 
shall she or shall she not wear a bonnet! 

Though assuming to be the pink of fashion 
and propriety, New York find herself unable 
to auswer these questions. The smail minor- 

- tty who maintain Mr. Ward McAliister's 
social code and their own carriages have no 
Besitancy; they are, of course, for as much 
or as little full dress as the London mode 
may prescribe. They yearn for the day 
when their theater coupons may bear the 
soobbish inscription that adorns those in 
some London theaters: ‘“‘ Evening dress indis- 
pensabie.”” But it is tne people who sup 
port the .theaters and all other pub- 
lic inatitawons. And the people do 
not own carriages. To them occur 
these considerations: They cannot afford 
to pay the extortionate cab fares that prevail 
in New York, and even if they are forwnate 
envugh to own evening ciothes wey have no 
relist for tne notion of exposing themselves 
im such costume to the impudeat scrutiny of 
rude passengers in public conveyances, nor 
the costumes themselves to contact with the 
whiskyfied garments of the loafer or the 
more honorable but equally damaging garb of 
labor. So, between these two classes, New 
York continues to ve the delightful old snob 
she has always been, striveng to appear 
something which she is not. 

The question is more easily settled in Chi- 
cago, where the conditions are not quite so 
barbarous as in New York. In tne lauer 

for example, cab fares are heathen- 
ish, prohibitory. Arick:sty conveyance drawn 
to and from the twneater by a more rickety 
borse and driven by a ragged and insolent 
driver stands a New- Worker at from $ to &, 
accord.ng to the rrpacity of the driver. 
From this mere 18 no appeal, for the New 
York policeman “stand in with the cab- 
man and the latter las learned that he may 
be as sa and br atal in his demands as he 
n Chica zo. on the other hand, 
cabs are almost as cheap as in London or 
Paris; not quite, Out almost. In Chicago, 
moreover, every important avenue is 80 
paved as to make riding a pleasure and not, 
as on the rocky séreets of New York, a pos- 
itive pain. 

Thus it will be. seen that the two most im 
portant argume ats against tnese needed the- 
ater reforms, bowever urgent they may be 
in New York, 30 not obtain here. Cuicago 
oughtin this, usin all things else, to take 
the lead. |

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Those Who Want to Change from the 
Westminster Confession Will Have to 
Practicaily Become Methodiats in Faith. 
Christian Advocate: The Independent pub- 

lishes a very able paper read by President 
Francis L. Patton of Princeton College be- 
fore the Presbyterian Social Union 
Dec. 2, 1889. We have read it with at- 
tention. He defeuds the Westminster Con- 
fession as respects its apparent neglect of the 
Divine love on the ground that no one denied 
it, and “‘ therefore there was no need of set- 
ting it forth in antithesis to error,” and that 
the divines were able to distinguish be- 
tween an exhortation and a summary of doc- 
trine,” He then shows that neither the mercy 
of God nor His love is neglected. 

On the subject of elect infants he tries to 
bold the interpreter to the language of the 
Confession, and will not allow that the cita- 
tion of passages from the writings of the 
Westminster divines or the debates of the 
Westminster Assembly should affect our in- 
terpretation of the Confession. He says that 
the Confession teaches that only the elect 
will be saved; that those of the elect who 
are capable of faith are saved by faith; 
that those of the elect, such as elect infants, 
are saved without faith.” He admits that 
tne Confession does not say that all 
who die in infancy are among the elect; 
but neither does it say that any who 
die in infancy are among the non-elect.” On 
this we remark that the radical difficulty is 
that the general spirit of the Confession and 
the debates would require the idea of some 
non-elect infants and would justify their 
damnation. The use of the phrase in the 
Confession fer the purpose of illustration 
would never have been made without the 
underlying assumptioa in the mind of the 
makers that some infants were elect and 
some were not. 

When President Patton comes to speak of 
the doctrine of reprobation, that we do no in- 
justice to the spirit and statements of the 
Confession appears from what he then said: 
‘Calvinism teaches that God elects indivia- 
uals to eternal life out of His mere 
good leasure. Now, if men are 
saved cause they are elected, and God 
elects some, certainly some must 
be left. Wemay say that God passed them 
by, or reprobated them, or did not save 
them.” Of course, if that be true, non-elect 
infants passed by, reprobated, not saved, are 
as really in the spirit of the Confession as 
any other non-elect persons. This also is 
made clear by his vindicawon of the damna- 
tion of ali the heathens, be they never so 
diligent to frame their lives according to 
the light of Nature and the laws of thut re- 
ligion they do profess.’’ 

We are encouraged to believe tkat our 
notice of this subject is not a violation of 
inter-denominational courtesy because Presi- 
dent Patton says: ‘It must amuse the theo- 
logians of the Methodist Church to notice 
that Presbyterian officebearers are trying to 
persuade the church that honors Charies 
Hodge and Henry B. Smith as its 
great dogmatic theologians to go over 
bodily to the platform of the Remon- 
strants.“ It does amuse us, except that we do 
not find pleasure in seeing a great historic 
church in ‘the pangs of traasformation.”’ It 
also amuses us to see the name of Henry B. 


Smith coupled with that of Charles Hodge in ) 


this passage, because, though ne was indeed 
a great dogmatic theologian as well as a met- 
aphysician of the highest grade, unless we 
greatly mistake he furnished to the /ndepend- 
ent many years ugo an article designed toshow 
that there is no insuperabie difficulty in the 
way of a union of Presbyterians and Method- 
ists. Certainly we have read such an article 
from his pen, either as an original communi- 
cation to the Independent or as quoted in an 
article in that paper. 

President Patton gives a fine definition of 
the distinction between Calvinism and Ar- 
minianism: Discussions regarding tne 
divine decrees among the Reformed theo- 
logians resulted iu the separation of the Re- 
monstrants or Arminian parzv. Calvinists 
holding that election is of “individuals to 
everlasting life outof the mere good pleasure 
of God; Arminians, that election is of in- 
dividuals to everlasting life on the ground of 
foreseen faith.“ e thang thee, President 
Patton, for that word. It is beautiful in sim- 
plicity and definiteness. He says, as a con- 
clusion from this: “Arminians may be 7 
garded historically as belonging to the 
formed family, but they are not Calvinists.”’ 
Then he saves: Starting with depravity, 
which all Protestants believe in, we have the 
problem of redemption solved in sufficient 
grace for all, according to the Arminians; 
baptismal regeneration, according to the Lu- 
therans, and sovereiga elecuon, according to 
the Calvinists.“ 

President Patton is a great man in the best 
sense of the word. It was he who grappled 
Prof. Swing, and by tne power of truth iso- 
lated that subtle underminer of the Presby- 
terian faith and forced him into the inde- 
pendent position which any one who sets 
himself above the written word should be 
willing, or if not willing should be compelled 
to assume. It was he who. as a theological 
teacher in Princeton, was selected to succeed 
the venerable ana renowned President Mc- 
Cosh ut the head of an institution rivaling in 
fame and power the best on this continent. 
He sets himself thoroughly. against revision, 
believes in friendly relations with ail denom- 
inations, but says; The reunion of Chris- 
tendom, as that phrase is commonly under- 
stood, I do not believe in.“ His ability is 
equaled by his frankness. 

We came to the conclusion months ago that 
itis impossible to revise the substance of 
that Confession without the introduction of 
the Arminian principles; that the Presbyte- 
rian Church cannpt eliminate one doctrine 
without the logical overthrow of the Augus- 
tinian and Calvinistic fabric, ana therefore 
that those who advocate revision cannot get 
what Lhey want without an entire change in 
the doctrinal platform of the church, which 
gill make them practically Methodists. And 

is could not pe done without a division 
of the church. 


Only twenty years ago 
we saw in this city, with admiration, 
a reunion of Ge new and old school 
bodies of the Presbyterian Church accepting

DECLARING WAR ON THE CIGARETTE, 


A Bill Prepared in Maryland Intended to 
Abolish the Nuisance. 

Battimore, Md., Feb. 8.—[Special.|—War 
has again been declared on ‘the cigarette. 
This time the httle smokers’ foes are more 
formidabie than heretofore. The Society for 
the Prevention of Vice Among Children has 
found an ally in the Tobacco Board of Trade, 
and they have prepared a bill which if passed 
by the Legislature will almost annihilate tne 
business in the State. It provides that a 
dealer selling tobacco cigarettes must take 
out an extra license costing $50 and that none 
others in which deleterious or foreign sub- 
stances of any kind shall be used in the mau- 
ufacture shall be sold in this State. This 
knocks out the paper cigarette, which, it ts 
claimed, cannot be manufactured without the 
aid of deleterious ineredients. The present 
law, though in a measure restrictive, has not 
accomplished its purpose.

Mr. Carl 
Wooster, O., died of an attack of the grip, 
complicated with pneumonia, at his residence 
in that city Jan. 30. Mr. Merz was born Sept. 
10, 1836, n Bensheim, Germany. His father 
was a public-school teacher and an accom- 
plished musician, 80 his son. enjoyed the ad- 
vantages of a thorough literary and musical 
training. After his graduation in 1852 he 
was the recipient of a Government ap- 
3 as teacher in a small town 
near “Bingen-on-the-Rhine.” In 1854 he 
came to America, locating at Pifiladeiphia, 
where he was engaged as organist of the 
Sixth Presby terian Church. A year later 
he removed to Lancaster, Pa., having ac- 
cepted a position as — gg in 8 ladies’ 
seminary. Subsequently h ed engage- 
menis at Salem. Va., and Botetourt Springs, 
Va. While spending his vacavon at the 
North the War of the Rebellion broke out, 
and he was forced, with considerable loss, to 
make another removal. He then ted 
a position as teacher of music at the Oxfora 
Female Sem:nary, Oxford, O., where he re- 
mained for twenty-one years. When this in- 
stitution closed in 1882 he accepted a call to 
the University of Wooster, where he was di- 
rector of music at the time of hisdeath. His 
first reputation as a writer upon musical sub- 
— was made by means of his Musical 

mts for the Mullion,” first published in 
Brainard’s Musical World, of which the first 
installment was issued in the number for 
April, 1863. He continued to contribute to 
tae same journal until is7l, when he was 
made associate editor, and since September, 
1878, has been editor-in-cmef. He was also 
widely known as lecturer upon 
musical his lectures 
as well disclosed 
a wide scquaintance with musical history 
and literature. He labored faithfully for the 
educauon of the masses, always employing 
his influence in favor of the mtrinsicaily val- 
uable in art and seeking to elevate the 
standard of musical education by every 
means within his power.

community in which he lived and labored.

They were dis- 
inted in finding that the ‘banjo and 
guitar orchestra of 100’ comprised ninety- 
nine banjos and one guitar. ad these pro-

the banjo players were unskilied. They 
twanged their strings with laudable unanim- 
ity and played with animation, but the noise 
they made sounded ke the combined rat- 
tling of 100 snaredrums, the cracking of a 
hundred whips, and a penny-whistie melody 
to lead off the dance. It was truly awful, 
and there were two encores. 

Banjo clubs are becoming epidemic in so- 
ciety, and in colleges especially, and the 
funny thing about it is that many of the 
members seriousiy beheve that they devote 
their time and efforts to music, unconscious 
of the fact that the banjo is simply a melo- 
dious share-drum—nine-venths rattie and 
noise and one-tenth music—the lowest and 
most 2 of all musical instruments, 
infinitely below even a jew’s-harp or an ac- 
cordion. On a;really musical ear a banjo has 
the same effect that cayenne pep per has on 
the eyes; or, to use another — hor, we 
may say that benjo playing is related to music 
as n mud-pie is to French pastry.

Access 
is obtained by a hall surrounded with 
paintings and drawings, natural size, 
of jeweled ornaments made since 1734 
for the crown, In that year a Bapst 
who had married the daughter of 
Strass, the inventor of paste, succeeded

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RUSSELL SAGE THRASHES OVER SOME 


OLD nA] IN A NEW war. 


Iudastry, Economy, and Patience the Three 
Requisites—Nothing in Luack—A Man 
Must Also Be in Good Health and Have 
More than Ordinary Intelligence—Above 

~All Mast He Be Economical—And He 
Must Always Be Ready to Meet Reverses 
—Failures. Do Not Mean Incapacity. 


LOrpyright. 1890. | 
New York, Feb. 7.—[{Special Correspond- 
ence.]--Russelil Sage carved out his own 
great fortune of $50,000,000. He 1s a notable 
example of a self-made man. Although he 
bas for a quarter of a century been one of 
the most conspicuous figures in Wall street 


be has not been a speculator in the ordinary 


acceptation of the term. His operations 
have been conducted on a thorough knowl- 
edge of the value of securities and accurate 
information as to the influences affecting the 
stock market. Thus the element of chance 
has to a large extent been eliminated. 
He is believed to have more ready 
mousy than any single individual in the 
world, There are larger fortunes than Mr. 
Sage’s, but they are invested in securities, 
property, or busmess. Mr. Sage has large 
investments, but so carefully selected that 
no general financial disaster would make a 
difference of 10 per cent in them. The rea3on 
that he keeps so much money on hand is to 
accommodate men and corporations that re- 
quire loans. Many a crash has been averted 
in Wall street by his money. Of course he 
exacts interest and collaterals the same as 
banks, but it often happens that money is 
needed without delay and stocks and bonds 
are of no value in meeting the emergency 
except as security for the loan. Jay Goul 
once called Mr. Sage the Grand Old Wneel- 
Horse of Finance. This was intended asa 
tribute to his reliability in the world of 
money. How to make money®is a problem 
that every man tries to solve. The corre- 
spondent recently asked Mr. Sage for his so- 
lution, and he replied: 

MR. SAGE’S THEORY OF HOW TO GROW RICH. 


“T believe that any man of good intelli- 
gence can accumulate a fortune, at least a 
moderate one, by adopting three principles— 
industry, economy, and patience. I place no 
reliance on luck. A mind capable of direct- 
ing one in the right course makes success 
almost certain. A young man should start 

out in life trusting in 

Goa and resolved to 

attain a position of 

self-dependence. He 
must so conduct him- 
self as to command 
the respect and copnfi- 
dence of ali with whom 
he comes in contact. 

The way in which he 

is regarded by others 

will have a powerful 
influence on his tuture, 

To disregard the opin- 

ions of others would be 

to invite failure. 
“Without economy 
no man can succeed 
even if he should be 
placed circum- 
stances where there are large gains. His 
gains would not be lasting, for he would 
not be prepared to withstand re- 
verses which are likely to come to 
any one. A man must be ready for set- 
backs. isee striking illustrations in Wall 
street of tne lack of foresight in men. Great 
displays are made, and when the course of 
speculation changes to an adverse girection 
the money that is needed to tide the specu- 
lators over the trouble has been dissipated. 
It is the careful, prudent way that makes a 
man master of the situation—the controiler 
instead of the follower. This is true not 
only in business, but also in politics, religion, 
and every occupation in life. 
SAVE UP SOMETHING OUT OF THE STIPEND. 

“A man should make it a point to save. 
What percentage of his salary or income he 
should put aside it is difficult tosay. That 
should be governed by circumstances. Men's 
surroundings are different, and a rule that 
one could follow another could not. Judg- 
ment must be exercised in saving as well 
as in spending. It is safe to advise a 
young man to save all he can, and 

be will find thet the saying of his 
first hundred dollars will teach him to save 
the second, and so on, until he has laid the 
toundation for a fortune that may by good 
management be made a large one. A man’s 
health has much to do with his success in 
life, and it behooves him to look well after 
his bodily condition. III- health will de- 
prive him of energy which he must 
use to achieve success. The young man 
must work on a salary untit he is able 
to comprehend the value of money, and also 
the source of supply and tbe ease with 
which it may be dissipated. He must read 
books and newspapers to keep posted op the 
topics of the day and the course of human 
events. It would be well for him to attend 
debating societies to qualify himself to stand 
on his two feet and express himself 
in an intelligent manner. Learning ac- 
quired by a young man in his own room 
aftér his labors of whe day are over is hard- 
gained, and for that reason more lasting than 
the education acquired in the great institu- 
tuons of culture. The young mano taught in 
a fashionable college is a house plant, while 
the young man who cultivates himself is an 
outdoor growth and better able to stand a 
severe drought or a severe storm, which all 
are subject to in the variations of life. 

“The question of choosing a business is a 
serious one. As a rule a young man should 
adopt the calling for which he has a prefer- 
ence. If he has no particular choice it 
would be well for him to try differ- 
ent occupations until he finds one that 
suits him. Ido not counsel changing about 
to gratify a spirit of uneasiness, for once a 
young man is installed in the business 
he is suited to he ougut to stick to it. I ha 
known young men who entered employments 
reluctantly and after atrial became fond of 
them. A young man must be determined to 
succeed. After all there is one great lever, 
and that is will power. Without it few men 
succeed. 

FAILURES DO NOT NECESSARILY MEAN IN- 
CAPACITY. 

t depends on tne circumstances whether 
failures betray incapacity in a man. If a 
failure is due to a cause not generul then it 
may be attributed to a lack of foresight ana 
understanding. A shrewd merchant will 
not stock up with unsalable things. A 
shrewd farmer will not plant his 
ground to raise unsalable crops. Both 
the merchant and the farmer must 
find out what is most salable and act 
accordingly. There are exigencies, to be 
sure, like contagions, disasters, combinations, 
strikes, and boycotts, that cannot be fore- 
seen. The prudent man of business has pre- 
pared himself to stand losses from such 
causes, and when the troubies have passed 
the fact of his having weathered them 
makes his financial position in the communi- 
ty stronger thanever.

When 
every limb was full a man weighing about 200 
pounds locked up the tree and called 
out to the crowd to make room 
for him that he was coming. Anotaer big man 
who was in the tree. called out in return: The 
first man that tries to climb this tree will get 
throwed out of it.” This man occupied a perch 
immediately over that occupied by Jennings. 
The man on the ground was as good as his word. 
He climbed the tree. The man up the tree was 
as good as his word. He saw the other man com- 
ing and he reached for nim. He made a mistake 
and grabbed Jennings by the coat collar. There 
was u rustie through the leaves like the noise of 
shot runing through atin spout, There was a 
dull thud. Jennings had fallen among the 
toughs. 

But he got his report. 

In 1877 there was a railroad strike in St. Louis. 
It was the ugliest sort of strike at that. Jen- 
nings was on the Globe-Democrat.. McCullagh, 
the editor, said: Jennings, I want you to do 
this strike. I want you to get right in the midst 
of it if you have to disguise yourself.“ Jennings 
disguised himself, He had on a pair of ragged, 
greasy trousers; his shoes were curiosities; he 
had no coat; his shirt looked like an unlaundried 
mop.

It took the editorial and 
business office influence of the Giode- Democrat 
to get Jennings out of the lockout so that he 
could write bis report.

Jennings was taking a vacation one summer in 
St. Louis. He was resting from his troubles and 
turmoils. He was always au student. He went 
to the library and procured a book; he went out 
to the Fai@Grounds and sat under the shade of 
u great tree and read, He saw a crowd near by. 
His newspaper instinct prompted him to go and 
see the cause of it, A balloon was tugging at the 
roves. It was soon to ascend with human 
freignt—two men, the aeronaut and a newspaper 
man who wae to pay for the privilege of going 
up. Jennings said he was a newspaper man and 
wanted to go up, but had no money. 
The acronaut accepted him and 
told the other fellow he couldn't go. 
The airship was not quite ready; the Captain 
said she would sail in an hour. Jenumgs re- 
turned to his book under the tree. He congratu- 
lated himself that he had made a bluff success- 
fully. Heresumed his reading. In an hour he 
saw a crowd coming toward him. He was 
picked up by this crowd, carried to the 
basket of the balloon, thrown in, and the 
ropes were cut. She sailed away to the north- 
west as gracefully as she had been trimmed to 
the air. The inmates of the cab were the acro- 
naut and Jennings. 

There came atime for the airship to descend. 
The Captain was in the rigging. . Jennings was 
in the car. The Captain called ont to Jennings 
not to jump until he told him to jump. Mean- 
while the car and the great inflated balloon above 
it were sweeping through the tops of trees and 
knocking down the tops of chimneys and creat- 
ing havoe. A balloon. never comes down grace- 
fully. All at once it collapsed. Jennings was on 
the ground and the wreckage and aeronaut were 
on top of him. Jennings crawled out more dead 
than alive, ;

R. F. Maxwell: I have just read in Tun 
TRIBUNE an article about how ex-United States 
Senator Armstrong of Missouri, with several 
others, met in St. Louis and discussed the prop- 
osition of assisting Mr. Watterson 
of Kentucky in his scheme to 
seat Mr. Tilden in “the Presidential 
chair after the celebrated contest between the 
sage of Gramercy (he was that then) and Mr. 
Hayes. Mr. Armstrong says that the decision of 
the Missouri Conference was to throw the respon- 
sibility of the movement on Northern Democrats, 
inasmuch as Southern Democrats had, at that 
time, but recently failed in a little 
matter they haa undertaken. Mr. Armstrong 
may be right. I was not present at the confer- 
ence. I was a resident of Missouri atthe time 
of the Tilden-Hayes excitement and was quite a 
young man. Myfather was a leading Democrat 
in titat State and a fighter. I know that he 
went to St. Louis, as I was informed by my se- 
cesh sister, who was my father’s confidant, for 
the purpose of raising money to secure the inau- 
guration of Samuel J. Tilden as President 
of the United States. I heard my sister 
say that the Democratic women were 
o assist in raising funds, and that 
a ty was formed for that purpose. I know 

several mysterious meetings were held at 
our house in whish none but women were per- 
mittec. My tather returned and was sadly de- 
jected. Be had up to that time deen 
Deacon in an old 
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believed that if Tilden had been seated slavery 
would have been reinstated. I really believe that 
the failure to make an attempt to inaugurate 
Tilden broke the old gentleman’s heart. é 


A Political Recollection. 

One dispatch announces that Judge I. C. 
Parker, Unitea States District Judge in Arkan- 
sas, is to succeed to Judge Brewer's place ro- 
cently made vacant by the latter's promotion to 
the Supreme bench. 

Another dispatch gives the information that 
Jeff Chandler, a brilliant young lawyer, is to 
contest with Senator Vestof Missouri for the 
place now held by the Senator. 

Before the war tnere was a young lawyer in 

St. Joseph, Mo., who was a Douglas Democrat. 
He was President of a Douglas ciub, and a good 
stump speaker. After the election of Mr. Lin- 
coln this young man gave in his adhesion, 
through a force of circumstances, to the South- 
ern cause and enlisted in a Rebel artillery com- 
pany. Before the soldiery of the camp in which 
he was drilling was ordered to the front he suc- 
ceeded in withdrawing and returned to his law 
office. The secesh element of society,tabooed 
him, and for awhile he remained under a cloud, 
Be espoused the reélection of Mr. Lincoln and 
made speeches for him in his district. Sentiment 
had begun to change. A city election followed the 
Presidential election and the young man was the 
Republican candidate for City Attorney 
He was elected. Atthe expiration of his term 
and at the next election in his Judicial district 
he was elected Prosecating (or State’s) Attorney 
on the Repubiican ticket. Two years after he 
was elected Judge of the same district on the 
Republican ticket. At the expiration of that 
office he was elected to Congress on the Kepub- 
lican ticket, and afterwards reélected. When 
he was Judge he courted a bright young woman 
and won her. Her people were Rebels. She was 
a Rebel. Her father was a man of influnece and 
wealth, and the marriage caused a breaking up 
in social lines The wife of the Judge hada 
brother who wasa dashing young Confederate 
at the start. This marriage resplted in the con- 
version of the father-in-law and his son and all 
their kin to the Republican faith. That was 
equivalent to several hundred votes. The son- 
n-law-was sent to West Point and graduated 
with honor. When Gen. Grant was President 
he made the ex-Congressman, who is now 
spoken of to succeed Judge Brewer, a United 
States Judge in one of the Arkansas districts. 
His name is I. C. Parker. 

When George B. McClellan was the nominee of 
the Democratic party for President a young man 
came to St. Joseph fresh from the law school of 
Ann Arbor. All he had was his sense and his 
diploma. He sat down toa pine table with one 
book fora library. He went to ward meetings 
and made political speeches for the McClellan 
ticket, His speeches were full of fire. He was 
in demand. At the next succeeding city election 
the Democrats made him City Attorney. Before 
his term was out he resigned to accept a partner- 
ship with I. C. Parker. Occasionally he wrote 
the leaders for the St. Joseph Herald. Parker 
took the young man into his family, and he met 
Mrs. Parker’s sister, whom he married, About 
the same time he changed his political coat. He 
became the svokesman of the Republican party 
in the Northwest. He was nominated on the 
State ticket for Attorney-General and made the 
most brilliant canvass in the history of that 
party in Missouri, out was defeated. He 
left St. Joseph and went to St. Louis, 
where he continued his law practice, Then 
he went to Washington and was one of 
the chief counsel in the star route cases. In the 
meantime he returned to the Democratic party. 
A remunerative clientage and many admirers 
caused bim to return to his old practice in St. 
Louis. In 1888 he came over into Illinois and 
made speeches for Cleveland and John M, Palm- 
er. He is now looming up as the successor of 
Senator Vest of Missouri. 

His name is Jeff Chandler.

“> What is that?’ she asked of the stage man- 
ager, pointing at me. The S. M. said ‘it’ was 
the understudy ofa cavalier who lay drunk at 
the tavern, © 

“*Take it away,’ she said, and ‘it’ was hus- 
tied out. But 1 got even. Up to that time I 
had paid no attention to the star, except that cold 
and frigid attention which exists always between 
a star and her manager when she knows that he 
has no influence with the press and no money. 
But now I began to pay her court, I often went 
hungry in order that I might lay some token of 
my esteem at her feet. I became a manager with 
an ambition. In a year she was my 
wife. My days are days of pleasant- 
ness and peace. The star has quit the 
stage and is mistress of all I possess. 
So that I have no motive in referringto my 
early days when 1 worked in a theatrical store 
on Washington street a long time ago for $10 a 
month and was an usher in the Crosby Opera- 
House at night. From the place of usher I have 
come.up to this.”
